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Alberta ‘can t guarantee' oil for B.C. beyond ’82 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Wayne 
Minion, chairman of the Alberta 
Petroleum Marketing Commission, said 
Thursday that Alberta cannot guaran¬ 
tee a supply of erode oil for British 
Columbia refineries beyond 1981 or 
1982. 

Minion said Alberta crude oil pi*o- 
duction will not be high enough by 


then to supply Canadian demands, 
and he said the province will follow 
an “Alberta first” policy. 

“The fringe areas — Montreal, 
southern Ontario and Vancouver—will, m 
have to import foreign crude first,” 
he said. 

Premier Barrett has said he is 
confident oil can be brought in from 


Alberta for B.C.’s planned oil refinery. 

“One thing is certain, we cannot 
supply the new B.C. refinery for the 
life of the operation,” said Minion. 
“At some point they will have to 
import foreign oil.” 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald 
had no comment on Minion’s state¬ 
ment. 


Minion said, however, that Alberta 
erode oil may well be able to meet 
demand of the B.C. refineries until 
1985, but no guarantees could be naade. 

Sidney Akers, refinery co-ordinator 
for the B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
said he expects the new refinery will 
get its supply of erode from Alberta 


for the first two or three years of 
operation, and then expects to import 
foreign crude. 

A recent roport of the Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board of Alberta 
predicted Alberta’s crude oil produc¬ 
tion will decline by 50 per cent in 10 
years.

The 29.000 coastal tWA 
nembers have voted 82.3 per 
:ent in favor of a strike: the 
:PU’s 7,000 members voted 77 
jer cent in favor of strike ac¬ 
ton and the PPWC said its 
i,300 members approved by 78 
>er cent. 

The southern interior sec- 
ion of the IWA, conducting 
ieparate negotiations with the 
nterior I^abor Relations As- 
ooiation began holding a 
trike vote earlier this week 
,-ith results expected today. 
Ull Schumacher, spokesman

B.C. will likely follow the 
lead of Ontario and delay fur¬ 
ther price increases in the 
cost of gasoline and heating 
oil until beyond mid-August, 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

And he also said it is unlike¬ 
ly that the wholesale in¬ 
creases. when they come, will 
be as much as five cents a 
gallon, as announced in the 
June federal budget. 

Macdonald said the B.C. 
Energy Commission will de¬ 
cide how much of the 23 per 
cent increase in crude oil 
prices should be passed on to 
consumers this summer, and 
is also reviewing the timing of 
any increase. 

The federal government 
earlier asked oil companies to 
wait 45 days (until mid- 
August) before raising prices 
at the pumps. This 45-day 
moratorium was to ensure 
that firms use up oil stocks 
bought at the old prices. 

But Macdonald said the en¬ 
ergy commission will likely 
extend the moratorium in 
B.C. because it looked as if 
some of the “old” crude 
would still be around in mid- 
August. 

He said the commission is 
analysing the increase to en¬ 
sure that B.C. consumers 
"pay as little more as is abso¬ 
lutely necessary." 

The price of a barrel of 
crude rose to $8 from $6.50 
Tuesday. 

Macdonald told the Colo¬ 
nist : “It’s most unlikely that 
it (the increase per gallon 
wholesale) will be over five 
cents. It could w-ell be under 
five.” 

Gasoline prices were boost¬ 
ed by 10 cents a gallon imme¬ 
diately following the June 
budget due to a special feder¬ 
al tax. 

Wholesale prices of gasoline 
and home heating oil were ex¬ 
acted to go up -an additional 


five cents a gallon in mid- 
August. 

This wholesale price in¬ 
crease of five cents would 
probably mean motorists 
would face a six- or even se- 
ven-cent-a-gallon increase at 
the retail level. 

Meanwhile, Premier Wil¬ 
liam Davis has slapped a 
90-day price freeze on gaso¬ 


line and home-heating oil in 
Ontario. 

The freeze began at Thurs¬ 
day midnight and is designed 
to ensure there is "no double- 
ticketing" by oil companies, 
that consumers in Ontario will 
not have to pay the five cents 
a gallon for gasoline or heat¬ 
ing oil that will result from

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STEPTON MALLET, Eng¬ 
land (Reuter) — A magis¬ 
trate’s court here was told 
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Solitary confinement cells 
at Oakalla provincial prison 
will be a thing of the past 
within the next two weeks. At¬ 
torney - General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

Describing the practice^of 
totally isolating unruly prison¬ 
ers as "inhuman,” Macdonald 
said he had instructed the jail 
staff to expedite the elimina¬ 


tion of the cells and the prac¬ 
tice. 

"The practice of isolation 
(solitary confinement) is ab¬ 
solutely inhuman,’’ he said. 
"If a prisoner is acting up 
and breaking the rules he can 
be placed elsewhere in the in¬ 
stitution. in a higher security 
area. But the old isolation 
cells have to go and they will 


be gone within the next two 
weeks.” 

Macdonald said he had no 
control over what happened in 
the B.C. Penitentiary, a feder¬ 
al institution, but said he 
hoped “they will follow' our 
example" to end the practice 
of solitary confinement.

OTTAWA (CP) - Justice 
Minister Otto Lang said 
Thursday he would propose 
legislation to prevent appeal 
courts from reversing jury de¬ 
cisions, as happened in the 
case of abortionist Henry 
Morgentaler. 

It will be part of a package 
of proposed amendments to 
the Criminal Code, to be in- 
trodaced in Parliament 
"soon.” 

Lang said he knew there 
was "considerable concern” 
about the issue. The concern 
was not entirely warranted, 
he said, but nonetheless it 
seemed best to remove the 
section from criminal law. 

The issue came to a head 
after the Supreme Court of 
Canada upheld an 18-month 
sentence imjx>sed on Morgen¬ 
taler alter the Quebec Court 
of Appeal overturned his jury 
acquittal on the original 
charge of performing an ille¬ 
gal abortion. 

The Quebec appeal court 
said, the defence used at the 
trial was incorrect and this 
was supported by the high 
court on grounds the law had 
been misinterpreted original¬ 
ly. 

The Opposition has claimed 
repeatedly in the Commons 
that the Supreme Court ruling 
jeopardized the jury system. 
The Ontario Criminal Law¬ 
yers’ Association adopted a 
similar stand saying the high 
court had destroyed a fun¬ 
damental principle of democ¬ 
racy. 

Last week, former prime 
minister John Diefenbaker in¬ 
troduced a private member's 
bill to limit appeal courts to 
ordering a new trial if they 
disagreed with a jury verdict.

Lang said in the Commons 
that the Opposition critics had 
used the issue as a "red 
herring" and mounted a cam- 
paign to have the criminal 
law changed. 

"A caretul reading of the 
Supreme Court judgment 
made it clear that there was 
almost no likelihood of jury 
verdicts of not guilty being 
reversed . . . but there was 
this concern, this mounting 
campaign about this matter. 

"Since I considered this sec¬ 
tion a relatively unimportant 
one in the sense it would 
almost never be used, the 
simplest way to end the con¬ 
cern and end the campaign 
was, to remove the jMjssibility 
of a verdict of guilty in place 
of a verdict of not guilty 


B.C. asks 50-50 
police cost split 


Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has asked Ottawa to 
pay 50 per cent of all police 
costs in B.C. including half of 
municipal police costs. 

"The federal contribution 
towards social welfare is 50 
per 'qent, and police services 
which are on the front line in 
the community seven days a 
week, are really the first line 
of social services," he said. 
"We think the sharing should- 
be 50-50 there, too.” 

Macdonald said he had al¬ 
ready forwarded tl>e request 
to Ottawa and was now wait¬ 


ing for it to go before the fed¬ 
eral cabinet for a decision. 

“We have made our propos¬ 
als and we are very insistent 
that we must retain a good 
federal presence so th^ we 
have enough police officers in 
our communities," he said. 
"At tiie same time, we want 
to retain our objectives so 
that local communities can 
choose for themselves 
whether they w'ant the RCMP 
or whether they want a mu¬ 
nicipal force. That freedom of 
choice must remain at the 
local level. 

"And, whether, it’s the city 
of Victoria or an RCMP area, 
why not 50-50?" 


Youth s mangled arm reattached 


The right arm of an 18-year- 
old Saanich youth, partly se¬ 
vered in a Victoria industrial 
accident * Thursday morning, 
was reattached after lengthy 
surgery in Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and doctors said the 
youth was in fairly good con¬ 
dition. 

The severe injury to George 
Safar. 3231 Maple, occurred 
shortly before 9 a.m. at a Vic¬ 
toria lumber mill and he was 
reported out of surgery and in 
fhe recovery room by 3 p.m. 


A police report quoted doc¬ 
tors as saying "a few days" 
would be needed before they 
could determine the chances 
of complete recovery. 

Police did not know how 
close the conveyor-belt ac¬ 
cident came to severing the 
arm completely. But their re¬ 
port said the arm was "man¬ 
gled" as well as partly tom 
off while adding the doctors 
repaired the main artery and 
grafted a vein in reattaching 
it. 


The police report said Safar 
was a student with a summer 
job at Smith Cedar Products, 
651 Harbour, and other 
sources said he was leaving 
soon to enter Royal Roads. 

The report said Safar was 
doing clean-up work at the 
base end of a conveyor belt 
which takes waste from a 
shake mill to a chipper mill. 
It said his hard hat apparent¬ 
ly fell into the conveyor sys¬ 
tem when he was in a hole at 
the base of the belt. 


The hole was described as 
four feet by four feet and 30 
inches deep. The police report 
said the hat jammed and 
stopped the belt. 

Workman Oscar Venhecke, 
53. of 525 Sumas, checked 
down the belt, looking dowTi 
toward the base. The report 
said his “vision was obstruct¬ 
ed due ^-^Construction of the 
conveycjr in a manner that he 
could not see anyone in the 
hole at the base . . . believing 


the belt to be clear, he res¬ 
tarted the conveyor." 

At this time, the re|K)rt 
said, Safar was reaching 
down to retrieve the. hard hat. 
His right arm became 
"caught and entangled" in a 
roller of the belt. 

Nearby workmen Gary 
Morgan, 31, of 869 Darwin, 
and Norm Wolski, 53, of 4101 
Douglas, went to Safaris aid 
along with a first-aid man.

Minister Trudeau told the 
Commons Thursday that War¬ 
ren Allmand has not offered 
his resignation “yet.” 

He spoke as the solicitor- 
general’s position on capital 
punishment was battered 
again by the opposition. 

The opi>osition also asked 
which was correct: Allmand’s 
pledge to prison guards to in¬ 
crease security or the govern¬ 


ment decision to lop $11.5 mil¬ 
lion from estimated spending 
on new prisons and staff. 

Pat Nowlan .PC An¬ 
napolis Valley) asked whether 
Allmand can continue to 
“apply the law with one eye." 

He said Trudeau assured 
the House in 1972 that the cab¬ 
inet would consider individu¬ 
ally all capital murder cases 
that came before it. Yet All¬ 
mand had said he would re¬ 


main in the cabinet only if all 
death sentences were com¬ 
muted by the cabiriet. 

Trudeau replied that All¬ 
mand had said he would have 
to reconsider his i>osition if 
the cabinet decided not to 
commute a death sentence. 

“He hasn’t submitted his 
resignation to me yet,” Tru¬ 
deau added, ajtpearing to give 
slight emphasis to the word 
yet.

The tone of the ”yet“ was 
picked by an Allmand aide, 
who noted that Trudeau a few 
moments later had added that 
the full cabinet is conscience- 
bound on such decisions.

Allmand said more empha¬ 
sis on perimeter security at 
prisons has cut escapes by 66 
per cent. The emphasis would 
shift to internal security. 

He said the $8 million cut in 
pro[)osed capital spending will 
affect two prisons but the de¬ 
partment is going ahead with 
major maximum-security 
prisons. The cuts leave $47 
million in the department’s 
1975-76 capital budget. 

Stanfield said the cuts take 
$8.6 million from spending 
planned for new guards al¬ 
though Allmand had said 
more guards would be hired. 

Allmand told reporters later 
after checking department 
figures that -the budget cuts 
would not affect plans to hire 
Vnore gfferds.

H* noted that B.C. govern¬ 
ment energy officials would 
be doing some very careful 
“arithmetic” over what con¬ 
sumer increase would be al¬ 
lowed in this province.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
serious split in the reform 
leadership of the United Mine 
Workers threaten to develop 
into a fierce internal power 
struggle. 

The UMW’s top three of¬ 
ficers, who 2Vi years ago 
threw out the corrupt regime 
of Tony Boyle in a rank-and- 
file revolt, are openly feuding.

Union sources fear the dis¬ 
pute will break up the 200,000- 
member organization and 
lead to more wildcat strikes 
which already have cost the 
United States five million tons 
in lost coal production this 
year.

He accused 
Trbovich of making unsub¬ 
stantiated charges that will 
damage the union’s reputation

Communist jporty backs Gandhi 


India drafts vigilantes 


NEW DELHI fUPI) 

Prime Minister Indira Gand¬ 
hi’s government has ordered 
able-bodied men in two states 
to join special vigilante 
squads set up to combat iso¬ 
lated instances of sabotage, _ 
the Press Trust of India news 
agency reported Thursday. 

The agency, a private orga¬ 
nization whose dispatches are 
approved by the government 
before transmission- under the 
terms of the state of emer¬ 
gency decreed last week, said 
the Punjab government or¬ 
dered all men living in vil¬ 
lages or towns within three 
miles of railway lines to join 
the squads. 

The vigilantes patrol rail¬ 
way tracks, power lines and 
other government facilities at 
night, it said. It said similar 
squads were set up in 
Harayana. Both states are in 
India’s agricultural “green 
belt.” 

The government has an¬ 
nounced the arrest of about 
900 perspns across the country 
under the decree of emer¬ 
gency. Opposition party 


sources say an estimated 
6,500 have been jailed, includ¬ 
ing prominent political oppo¬ 
nents of Mrs. Gandhi. 

India's Communist Party, 
meanwhile, became the only 
political organization outside 
Mrs. Gandhi’s ruling 
Congress Party to support her 
actions, announcing its full 
support to "the swift and 


stern measures taken by the 
prime minister.” 

Political sources said the 
significance of the statement 
was that the party had waited 
a week to offer its full support 
to Mrs. Gandhi, and did so 
only after Moscow had of¬ 
ficially hailed the emergency 
as justified.

Amin reduces penalties 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - 
Uganda President Idi Amin, 
who pardoned a British lec¬ 
turer from the firing squad 
earlier in the week, granted 
reprieves and reduced jail 
terms for Ugandans Thurs¬ 
day. 

And in another about-face. 
Amin asked the 700 Britons 
living in Uganda to remain in 
the country. Several days ago 
he had denounced them as 
spies. 

Amin’s actions came two 
days after he/announced he 
would spare the life of Dennis 
Hills, sentenced to death by 
tiring squad and due to die 
today for calling Amin a “vil¬ 
lage tyrant” in an un¬ 
published manuscript. 


Uganda radio said Amin 
told a news conference in the 
Ugandan capital of Kampala 
thkt he decided to reduce to 
six months the death sen¬ 
tences of some prisoners con¬ 
victed of “economic crimes” 
and to cut jail terms of other 
prisoners. 

But he warned: 

“This is your last chance. 
Anyone who refuses to heed 
this lesson will lie severely 
punished in the future.” 

"I am not against anyone, 
not even the British,” Amin 
said, according to Uganda 
radio, in asking the remaining 
Britons to stay at their jobs 
as missionaries, businessmen 
and teachers. 

“I have many friends in 


Britain and I want to be 
friendly with ail countries. It 
is the British government and 
the BBC who are against 
Uganda, he said. 

Amin said that after show¬ 
ing clemency to Hills, it was 
only fair he do the same for 
Ugandans. He announced that 


death sentences passed on 
Ugandans for serious econom¬ 
ic crimes would be commuted 
to six-menth jail terms, pris¬ 
oners serving 10 years would 
be released after one month, 
and those found guilty of 
hoarding would be released 
immediately.

PVERYONE IS ENTITLED to hold and even to 
-U express an opinion on Canada’s current laws 
on capital punishment. And it has been made 
very clear through polls and petitions that a major¬ 
ity of Canadians would reluctantly approve the ex¬ 
ecution of murderers of policemen and prison 
guards. A majority might go farther: they might 
include among the non-immune the child-killers 
and the rapist-slayers, and the narcotics pusher 
who preys on school children. 

But on the immediate issue, all this is academ¬ 
ic. 

In 1972 Solicitor General Warren Allmand in¬ 
troduced in Parliament a bill with respect to capi¬ 
tal punishment. It called for the execution by hang¬ 
ing of those who murdered policemen or prison 
guards on duty. It became the law of the land and 
Mr. Allmand was its sponsor. 

Now, Mr. Allmand says, he will not remain in 
any government which allows the death penalty. 
What he means is that unless he has his way and 
the cabinet commutes all death sentences he will 
resign. 

And since he knows that his good friend Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau goes along with his rejec¬ 
tion of the death penalty in any circumstances it is 
most unlikely Mr. Allmand would ever be called 
upon to make good on his promise. 

Nevertheless, since by his own admission he 
cannot countenance the law and in effect refuses to 


enforce it, the demand of members of the Conser¬ 
vative Opposition that he resign is fully justified. 
To remain in office in the circumstances is a 
breadh of good moral conduct. 

There are eight men at present on death row 
— that is to say, they have been sentenced to hang. 
Seven of them were convicted for the murder of 
policemen, one for the murder of a guard. Four 
more guard-slayers are awaiting completion of the 
trial process. 

On the basis of the government’s record, all of 
these men will escape the sentence of the courts. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Allmand, under pressure from 
143 Quebec municipal police forces demanding res¬ 
toration of the death penalty, showed the first sign 
of wavering. The Quebec policemen not only want 
the murderers of policemen and guards sent to the 
gallows but all those convicted of premeditated 
murder. 

Moreover, they are suppQrted by the influen¬ 
tial Quebec Provincial Police and, by inference, the 
government of Premier Robert Bourassa. 

Although Mr. Allmand has stubbornly reject¬ 
ed the expressed wishes of Canadians elsewhere, 
the Quebec demand has brought from him the 
pledge of “serious consideration.” 

Abolition of the death penalty is a sore and 
savage issue for debate. But the introduction of pol¬ 
itics in such a situation would be a lamentable mis¬ 
take. This is a matter of principle.

Something positive 


PXCEPT FOR RUSH HOURS, perhaps, driving in 
U Vancouver is almost a breeze compared to the 
capital city where vehicular congestion is snarl¬ 
ing more than ever. There’s unhappiness in the 
mainland metropolis, nevertheless, over the ef¬ 
ficiency, or lack of same, of its downtown streets. 
And Vancouver is doing something about it. 

It has come up with an imaginative program 
that has caught the fancy of federal Urban Affairs 
Minister Barney Danson who recently announced 
the granting of a half million dollars to the city to 
help put it across. 

Vancouver is taking $290,000 from its trea¬ 
sury and the $790,000 will be spent on promoting 
the establishment of flexible working hours 
throughout the business community to even-out 
traffic flow, as wefll as voluntary car pools, and to 
encourage residents also to use public transpor¬ 
tation instead of driving a car alone. 

The federal grant comes from a $100 million 
fund that has been set up within the Department of 
Urban Affairs to aid civic and municipal develop¬ 
ment projects' between now and 1980. It is known 
as the Canadian Urban Demonstration Program, 
and Mr. Danson says, “I intend to gef a billion- 
dollars value from the $100 million spent.” 

Whether he will remains to be seen, but Van¬ 
couver has high hopes in the quick submission of 


its traffic efficiency plan which is one of the first 
projects to find favor at Ottawa. 

Another is a portable water reservoir the mu¬ 
nicipality of Golden is building this summer. It will 
be used as a demonstration model of 500,000-gallon 
capacity, constructed with prefabricated steel 
panels and nylon-reinforced rubber fabric at a cost 
said to be one-third that of standard reinforced 
concrete reservoirs of the same size. The urban 
demonstration program is supplying $70,000 and 
Golden is putting up $20,000. 

It is Vancouver’s efforts to change commuting 
habits that should be of particular interest here, 
though. The city’s traffic experts think the capaci¬ 
ty of streets can be increased by 40 per cent. This 
being so, Victoria should be off and running in the 
same direction. 

But the talk that has been coming from the 
dty fathers here is a far cry from the positive steps 
Vancouver is taking. 

Remember the call from Victoria council early 
this year for a study of costs to install curt)s and 
planters to divert traffic from secondary residen¬ 
tial streets to major arteries? It was in answer to 
petitioners of a section of Pembroke Street who 
wanted speed bumps on the road surface to slow 
down traffic. Perhaps there is a need for brakes, 
but aren’t the main thoroughfares a nightmare to 
drive already?

Investing in the future 


Just about the time that Dr. 
Keith Downey and Dr. Baldur 
Stefansson were being hailed 
by the Royal Bank of Canada 
as outstanding Canadians for 
their achievements in rape- 
seed development, the deans 
of the eight faculties of agri¬ 
culture and the three veteri¬ 
nary colleges in Canada lam¬ 
basted the federal govern¬ 
ment for being stingy with 
money for research. 

It is an old complaint. By 
about any yardstick you 
choose,. Canadian expendi¬ 
tures on research and devel¬ 
opment are low. When mea-' 
sured against our affluent

standard of living they are 
minuscule. The reasons are 
many and they have been dis¬ 
cussed ad infinitum by inqui¬ 
ries and by parliamentary 
committees. 

The major reason is that 
most of the major industries 
in Canada are foreign owned 
and the R and D is done in 
the parent country. (Anyone 
who has watched what a Ca¬ 
nadian winter does to an au¬ 
tomobile can make a good ar¬ 
gument for moving some of 
the Big Three’s research fa¬ 
cilities north of the border.)

There is also, unfortunately, a 
backwoods mentality In Cana¬ 
da that feels there is some¬ 
thing illegitimate about the 
research scientist whose life 
is his laboratory. 

The universities complained 
that Agriculture Canada 
spends over $90 million a year 
on research while the 11 col¬ 
leges have to share less than 
$16 million. What annoys 
them more is that only 1 per 
cent of Agriculture Canada’s 
research funds are passed on 
to the universities for con¬ 
tracted work. 

Dr. Downey discussed the 
question in a speech at the 
ceremony where he and Dr. 
Stefansson accepted their 
$50,000 prize. For a public ser¬ 
vant it was an outspoken 
statement. 

. . Canadian investment 
in research and development 
falls far short of what other 
developed nations consider es¬ 
sential for their survival; 
Canada only invests 1.3 to 1.4 
per cent of our GNF in re¬ 
search — only about 4 per 
cent of U.S. efforts — the Sen¬ 
ate committee recommended 
that by 1980 we should be 
investing 2.5 per cent of 
GNP.” 


He suggested a Peter Prin¬ 
ciple for Canadian Science 
policy: “There is a direct re¬ 
lationship between the rate of 
knowledge accumulated in a 
particular field of endeavor 
and the degree of - bureau¬ 
cratic Indecision.’* 

But Dr. Downey did not go 
along entirely with the univer¬ 
sity deans’ statement. He said 
they were making the right 
plea but they were aiming it 
in the wrong direction. 

To begin with, $90 million a* 
year is not too generous when 
we consider the upkeep of the 
research stations needed 


across Canada to deal with 
the varied crops and climatic 
conditions. Much of Agricul¬ 
ture Canada’s research effort 
is the bare minimum required 
to keep ahead of disease and 


While inflation is progress¬ 
ing from a trot to a gallop, 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
is nervously trying to prepare 
workers to accept a sudden 
brake on wage settlements. 
This is designed to achieve 
the great unmentionable: a 
substantial drop in working- 
class living standards. 

There is no hope at all of 
getting union leaders to spon¬ 
sor this policy and indeed no 
minister in the government is 
yet ready to spell it out in 
quite such brutal terms.

But until now, wages in the 
unionized sector have kept 
well ahead of prices, and this 
is what has to stop. Although 
in a few years Britain will 
have its own North Sea oil, a 
good deal of this is already 
mortgaged. It will be needed 
to pay back the massive loans

There is plenty of research 
work the universities can and 
should be doing and the 
money will have to come 
from one level of government 
or another.

The second reason is that a 
large chunk of British in¬ 
dustry is not at the moment 
competitive.

This means that re¬ 
sources have to be switched, 
in economic jargon, from 
investment to consumption or, 
as Barbara Castle, secretary 
of state for social services, 
put it in more colorful lan¬ 
guage, workers must not eal 
the seed com. 

Everything has to be done 
fast, for the present level of 
(inflation has become incom¬ 
patible with the survival of 
Britain’s international credit- 
worthiness. The government 
still heavily depends on re- 
i a i n i n g international con¬ 
fidence. so that the oil produc¬ 
ers will go on keeping their 
surplus profits in London in 
sterling. And that means that 
prices cannot go on rising at 
30 per cent a year. 


It is against this pressure for 
immediate action that Jack 
Jones, leader of the biggest 
trade union, the Transport 
and General, has put forward 
proposals that are still based 
on the illusion that the 
present crisis can be over¬ 
come with no reduction in his 
members’ standard of living. 
Jones suggests £10 ($25) 

across-the-board, which would 
increase the national wage 
bill by about 20 per cent. In 
return he wants a freeze on 
all essential commodities 
This is turn would mean a 


massive increase in govern¬ 
ment subsidies — just as 
Chancellor Denis Healey has 
said that the phasing out of 
subsidies will be his principal 
method of reducing the gov¬ 
ernment’s gargantuan £7,000 
million ($17 million) borrow¬ 
ing requirement. 

The government was at first 
inclined to applaud Jones’ 
proposals because, until very 
recently, he had rejected any 
incomes policy at all. When I 
asked him a few years ago 
how he could reconcile, free- 
for-all wage bargaining with 
economic planning, in which, 
as a socialist, he must be¬ 
lieve, he said no incomes poli¬ 
cy would be acceptable until 
after a Labor government had 
implemented Clause 4 of the 
party charter. Clause 4 would 
bring all means of distribution 
and production under public 
ownership, and although it 
was inserted more than 50 
years ago, no Labor govern¬ 
ment lias ever taken it liter¬ 
ally. 

All of which raises the very 
real question of whether 
Jones’ proposal is motivated 
by economic ignorance or by 
political guile? Certainly 
many of his colleagues accept 
inflation as a means of 
bankrupting the business 
world and opening the way to¬ 
wards a fully collectivist soci¬ 
ety. Those who have worked 
with Jones over the years be¬ 
lieve. however, that he has 
modified his opinion. And 
ministers are hoping that in 
further talks his unrealistic 
proposal will turn out to be no 
more than a first position in 
what could be a stormy round 
of bargaining. In any case, 
whatever the trade union 
“moderates” accept, they 
cannot bind others whom the 
government singles out as 
“the wreckers,” and who do 
not want the system to suc¬ 
ceed. Time and again the 
Trades Union Congress has 
demonstrated it has no au¬ 
thority over its component 
unions. 


Nine years ago Mr. Wijson 
broke the seamen’s strike by 
identifying, branding and iso¬ 
lating the Communists, who 
were leading it. It is signifi¬ 
cant that the highly respected 
deaf member of Parliament. 
Jack Ashley, who was one of 
Wilson’s closest friends and 
rarely puts questions with the 
purpose of embarrassing him.

It is not, of course, because 
Wilson hopes to win over the 
Communist and near-Com- 
munist militants that he and 
Healey have delayed reveal* 
ing the full severity of the 
methods which will be needed 
to achieve their declared tar¬ 
get of halving the rate of in¬ 
flation by this time next year. 
The purpose of the postpone¬ 
ment rather is to line up as 
many trade union leaders and 
members, and as much of the 
l^abor Party as possible, be¬ 
fore the government has to 
stand up to some major 


strike. Wilson cannot forget 
that his predecessor, Conser¬ 
vative Ted Heagp fought the 
miners, appeal^, early last 
year in a general election, to 
the country, and lost. This 
time Wilson and his col¬ 
leagues know that everything 
still depends on creating the 
conditions in which an indus¬ 
trial battle can be won. 


Already the latest public 
opinion poll, conducted by the 
reputable Opinion Research 
Centre for ITN (Independent 
Television News), has re¬ 
vealed that as many as 77< per 
cent (more than the pollstoaa*^ 


have ever found before) now 
recognize the country's eco¬ 
nomic problems are “very 
serious.” Almost 70 per cent 
now favor statutory control of 
wages, and there are even 
two-to-one in favor among La¬ 
bor voters, Sixty-three per 
cent of trade union members 
themselves said they believed 
that the voluntary agreement 
between the government and 
unions had failed and that the 
government would need tn 
take more power. 

These are encouraging fig¬ 
ures. They suggest that, al¬ 
though Britain is in for turbu¬ 
lent times, when the next 
struggle comes, the govern¬ 
ment will win.

Posture switched 
on UN schools

In a significanrshift of poli¬ 
cy, the Palestinian leaders 
here in Beirut are now urging 
the oil-rich Arab governments 
to save United Nations 
schools for Palestine refugee 
children, which are threat¬ 
ened with imminent closure 
for lack of funds. 

Arab leaders traditionally 
insisted that the financial re¬ 
sponsibility for refugee wel¬ 
fare should remain squarely 
on Western governments, like 
Britain, that were involved in 
the creation of Israel. 

The shift in Palestinian 
thinking reflects increased 
Palestine Liberation Organi¬ 
zation (PLO) self-confidence 
after United Nations recogni¬ 
tion and also concern to main¬ 
tain classes for 250,000 Pales¬ 
tinian youngsters, particularly 
in Israel-occupied territory. It 
cpuld succeed in saving the 
schools. 

Arab governments, which 
last year provided less than 2 
per cent of the relief budget, 
could now increase their con¬ 
tributions without fearing crit¬ 
ical attacks from the Pales¬ 
tinian movement tor funding

schools instead of only aiding 
the guerrilla movement. 

The United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency (UNRWA* 
faces a deficit of 10 million 
pounds ($23 millions) in the 
inflation-hit budget of 55 mil¬ 
lion pounds ($130 million) this 
year. UNRWA Commissioner 
General Sir John Rennie says 
his agency must shut down 
the schools Immediately or 
else suspend operations total¬ 
ly in September. 

Either eventuality could 
cause turmoil in Arab coun¬ 
tries. particularly Lebanon, 
and the Israeli-occupied terri¬ 
tories. The Palestinian turn¬ 
around may lead to a rescue 
conference at which Western 
governments and prospective 
Arab donors, led by Saudi 
Arabia, would discuss future 
funding. 

Western governments had 
let it be known they refused to 
increase their contributions 
unless the Arabs helped too. 
Rennie discussed the problem 
with PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat, but the PIO says here 
it is not demanding any quid 
pro quo. such as a PLO voice 
in UNRWA affairs, tor fund¬ 
raising.

The U.S. Cancer Institute 
suyt* a nationwide survey of 
cancer deaths shows “striking 
difference**" in the geographic 
patterns of the disease. 

For example, the report 
showed high long cancer 
death rates among white per¬ 
sons who live along the Gulf 
Coast from Texas to the Flori¬ 
da panhandle, in New York 
City and New Jersey. 

The J03-page “Atlas of 
cancer mortality for U.S. 
counties’’ measured the 
cancer death rates from 1950 
to 1969 among white persons 
living in all 8,056 countries In 
the 18 contiguous states. Fu¬ 
ture reports will survey rates 
for non-whites. 

The unprecedented survey 
reported deaths from the 16 
most common caneers in 
every county. 

“Inspection of the maps for 
the various mneer sites 
(purls of the body) reveals 
striking differences in the 
geographic patterns of mor¬ 
tality,” the report said. 

★ ★ ★ 

It said its findings reflect 
only patterns and risk tailors, 
and not definijjve conclusions. 
Among the major points: 

• Cancer of the colon and 
rectum, beUeved to be related 
to diet, occured at above 
average rates for both sexes 
in the northeast (New Jersey, 
southern New York, Connec¬ 
ticut, Rhode Island and Mac- 
sachussetts) and in Great 
Lakes citys (Buffalo, Cleve¬ 
land, Detroit, Chicago and 
Milwaukee). 

• Iiow death rates for 
this type of cancer were found 
in the southern and central 
states. 

• Breast cancer followed 
“a similar (geographic) 
pattern, suggesting that this 
disease may have an environ¬ 
mental factor in common 


Japanese 
economic 
standstill 
to continue

Government economic 
curbs Ihreaten to saddle 
Japan with its second straight 
year of virtually no growth, 
tiie Mitsubishi Research Insti¬ 
tute has warned. 

Morihisa Emori, executive 
vice president of the think 
tank for the giant Mitsubishi 
group of companies, told 
foreign correspondents that 
government measures already 
adopted or planned "would 
not provide sufficient stimula¬ 
tion to lift the Japanese econ¬ 
omy out of its plight.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Emori said his institute was 
revising its earlier forecast 
for a 4.7 per-cent real growth 
in fiscal 1975, which ends next 
March 31. The new' outlook is 
for a plus 0.6 per cent growth, 
compared with a minus 0.6 
per cent last year. 

Until 1975, Japan, which 
grew by an average 11 per 
cent a year throughout the 
1960s, had not experienced a 
decline in its gross national 
product in any year since the 
Second World War.

Emori said Mitsubishi’s 
earlier forecast had gone as¬ 
tray partly because of dh ex¬ 
pectation for higher growth in 
the United States. His insti¬ 
tute now foresaw' a decline of 
4.1 per cent in the U.S. econ¬ 
omy, he said. 

Expectations for a" 28 per 
cent increase in wages in 
Japan also proved excessive, 
he said. Average wage hikes 
of 13.8 per cent were too low 
to spur consumption, Emori 
said..

One quarter of 
Salem county’s male work 
torce is employed In the 
chemical or related industries * 
considered by scientists to 
carry a high risk of bladder 
cancer. 

The report also said high 
lung cancer death rates oc¬ 
cured in counties where a sig¬ 
nificant percentage of persons 
work in the smelting and re¬ 
fining of copper, lead and zinc 
ores.

Fear has become the dominant emotion among New Delhi’s 
educated class. For the las( few days it has caused Indian 
politicians and other professionals and writers to issue state¬ 
ments of support for Prime Minister Indira Gandhi — even 
though 6 ome of the statements were not solicited. 

Fear forces government bureaucrats to continue their 
work, though an increasing number now find the tasks repug¬ 
nant And fear of arrest has caused some people who opposed 
Mrs. Gandhi, including politicians within her own Congress 
Party, to go underground. • 

Fear, it appears, is what has given the emergency rule 
declared by Mrs. Gandhi last week its momentum and 
cohesion. If is probable that a majority of cabinet m inisters 
and members of the Congress Party oppose the emergency 
rule, but fear of arrest keeps them disciplined. 

Referring to the upheavals that Mrs. Gandhi has prompted, 
one observer said. “There is no ideological basis to it. There 
are no cadres and no structures. Therefore, there is fear.” 
Resistance is now sporadic and ineffectual, and if it is to. 
become a factor, probably will take weeks or months to 
build. 

For the moment, the government is no longer giving a figure 
for total arrests since the emergency began, but the number 
is at least in the thousands.* A government official said that in 
one state alone, Uttar Pradesh, 454 people had been arrested. 
Government statistics are thought to be well below the true 
number. 

Information is becoming harder and harder to get each 
day. As a result, rumors spread. The rumors are often impos¬ 
sible to - verify but they induce an extra element of fear 
because they cannot be discounted. A fairly credible rumor 
now is that Jayaerakash Narayan and Norarki Besai, two op¬ 
position leaders who were arrested in the initial crackdown, 
are on hunger strikes. 

The government spokesman declined comment when asked 
whether Besaii had begun a fast. The death of either leader, 
bpth of whom are in their 70s, would significantly increase 
antagonism towards the prime minister in some parts of 
India. 


Missing news significant 

Newspapens, which must now' submit to severe censorship, 
are read as much for what is missing in them as for the news 
they carry. One paper, for example, said that 75 Congress 
Party MPs signed a statement supporting tile prime min¬ 
ister’s measures to thwart the “sinster conspiracy of fros¬ 
trated politicians in the opposition camp.” But some ob¬ 
servers thought the story was significant primarily because 
there are more than 400 Congress MPs so some must have 
avoided signing the statement. 

Newly appointed Minister of Information V. C. Shukla, tried 
to intimidate foreign .journalists by telling them that if they 
violated censorship regulations, they would be considered 
“criminals” and expelled. 

In an unpleasant confrontation that lasted 40 minutes. Shuk¬ 
la said .journalists would be held responsible for all dis¬ 
patches about India carried by their employer regardless of 
the story’s origin. But though Shukla said tlie meeting was 
“off the record,” most journalists chose to write the story and 
disobey the regulation. 

Shukla went furtiier tlie next day. He informed some In¬ 
dians employed by foreign .journalists that they would be held 
responsible and could even be imprisoned for objectionable 
stories filed by their employers. The Indian employees were 
also called on to report foreign journalists censorship viola¬ 
tions to the authorities.

‘by strutting Caesar’

OTTAWA — Canadians are 
being misled into economic di¬ 
saster by the "personal 
spending excesses of public 
funds of the strutting Caesar 
of 24 Sussex Drive.” warns 
eastern Ontario Conservative 
MP Tom Cossitt. 

The farmer long-time senior 
Liberal riding executive who 
turned Tory, presented in one 
package Thursday all the 
things he has been saying 
about Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau these last three years. 

The "emperor,” living it up 
in “regal splendor’’ at the of¬ 
ficial residence, the Harring¬ 
ton Lake summer home and 
on frequent vacations in ro¬ 
mantic places, all at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense, had set the 
"fast-spending style” for the 
cabinet and the entire govern¬ 
ment, Cossitt told the Com¬ 
mons. 

It was, he gloomed, “a 
damned disaster.” 

He recalled how- the prime 
minister had publicly preened 
about being “one hell of a 
wealthy man.” 

Being so rich, he wondered 
w;hy Trudeau still persisted in 
"dipping Into the public 
trough for every last dime for 
his lavishly luxurious life¬ 
style.” # 

He wandered, too, how "Ca¬ 
nadian housewives, stretching 
to make inflated ends meet, 
feel about the elegant dining 
of the prime minister.” 

How, asked Cossitt, did the 
thousands of old-age pen¬ 
sioners, "scarcely affording 
the bare essentials for surviv¬ 
al,” regard the Trudeau din¬ 
ing table? 

It cost, by "actual govern¬ 
ment, figures, $15,000 just this 
year alone” to provision, all 
Siglow’ wlh the soft light of 
candles which the prime min¬ 
ister "purchased by the 
dozen.” 

Then there was the 
tiie world to get the money to 
said Cossitt, wondering how in 
thew' orld to get the money to 
build or buy a home. 

How did they like their tax 
dollars being siplioned off by 
the prime minister, he asked, 
“for those expensive antiques, 
crystal chandeliers, and all 
the other shocking excesses of 
lavish and luxurious living?” 

Cossitt didn’t omit those 
“two $80,000 Cadillacs, driven 
at six miles to the gallon of 
gas by two chauffeurs,” from 
his cataolgue of what he 
called the prime minister’s 
taste for "wallowing in regal 
splendour.” 

But it was that $250,000 
swimming pool at the official 
residence "that* says it all 
about the prime minister.” 

It was "sheer baloney,” 
said Cossitt, for the prime 
minister to plead ignorance of 


the identity of the 25 Toronto 
fitness freaks who had put up 
the quarter million dollars. 

"We are asked to believe,”. 
he said, “that an absolutely 
unknown group put $250,000 
into the j*ot. hired a contrac¬ 
tor, blasted a huge hole in ihe 
ground at 24 Sussex Drive, 
built a pool with no questions 
asked and nobody knowing 
who they are except the na¬ 
tional revenue department 
which will be giving them fat 
tax deductions.”

He Identified the contractor 
as Hebert Brune Construction, 
on the "select list,” as he 
phrased it, "of the govern¬ 
ment and the Liberal Party.” 

He charged that the con¬ 
tractor had been given 35 gov¬ 
ernment contracts "without 
tender calls” for jobs worth 
some $3 million.

Tory move rejected 
on Petro-Canada 





OTTAWA (CP) — I*1(1518 
tion setting up a national oil 
company is expected to Ret 
final Commons approval next 
week. 

The House voted down two 
Omservative amendments 
Thursday, leaving the formal¬ 
ity of third reading in the 
Commons. After that it needs 
only Senate approval and 
royal assent to become law. 

With a government majori¬ 
ty in the Commons and sup¬ 
port of the New Democratic 
Party, the bill is assured of 
passage. 

Under an all-party agree¬ 
ment to speed consideration 
of the bill, it comes up for 
only one more day of debale 
before a vote on third read¬ 
ing, likely Tuesday. 

Liberals, New- Democrats 
and a handful of Social Credit 
MPs voted together today to 
reject a Conservative motion 
that would have forced the 
company to pay interest on 
any money advanced by the 
government. 

The motion was defeated 
130 to 74. 

Conservatives objected to 
government plans to invest 
$300 million in common 
shares of Petro-Canada. say¬ 
ing most of that money should 
be advanced in the form of 
loans. An additional $1 billion 
in loans is also authorized in 
the bill. 

The company would not be 
required to return any inter¬ 
est to government on common 
shares, the Conservatives say. 

It would be forced to pay in¬ 
terest on loans. 

However. Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald said it is 
normal practice in the oil in¬ 
dustry to provide “risk capi- f " 
tal for exploration in the form 
of share investment.” 

The government intended to 
follow the same practice with 
its company. 

Petro-Canada, first an¬ 
nounced in late 1973, is being 
formed to explore and develop 
new reserves of oil and natu¬ 
ral gas. The bill also gives it 
power to move into refining 
and marketing of oil. but 
Macdonald says it will not do 
that immediately. 

Earlier in the debate on I he 
amendments, Kldon Wool- 
liams (PC Calgary North) 
said it could lead to less ex¬ 
ploration Jor oil and inevita¬ 
bly higher prices. 

Woolliams said the interest- 
free money would give Petro- 
Canada an advantage over 
private oil and gas compa¬ 
nies. The private sector would 
be paying interest rates of up 
to 12 per cent on its money 
while the Crowh corporation 
company paid nothing. 

A result could be that (he 
private companies would pack 
up their exploration rigs and 
go elsewhere, said Woolliams. 


He said if private compa¬ 
nies decide to leave Canada, 
this country will continue lo 
rely on foreign energy sup¬ 
plies and thus have high 
prices. 

He also complained tffat 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Judd Buchanan is dragging 
his feet in announcing oil and 


gas regulations for the North. 

It was there that the next 
large finds would be made, 
predicted Woolliams He said 
the government is waiting for 
the finds to be made before 
making rbles which he said 
would put Petro-Canada in a 
favored position over private 
enterprise. ' 




High oil prices 
trouble tankers 


IONDON CAP) — High oil 
prices and an oversupply of 
vessels have plunged the 
tanker business into “the 
worst collapse” since the Sec¬ 
ond World War. a spokesman 
for the United Kingdom 
Chamber of Shipping said 
Thursday. 

Last winter’s mild weather, 
wiiich further reduced the de¬ 
mand for oil. was also a fac¬ 
tor ii\ causing tankers to be 
laid up around the world, he 
said. 

Newly launched tankers 
are not even getting ^alt on 
their bows. The world’s 
biggest tanker so far, the 
484,000-ton Japanese ship Nis- 
sei Maru, went straight into 
lay-up after it was launched 
last month. 

One leading tanker broker 
said that' of the world’s es¬ 
timated 372 million tons of 
tanker shipping, about 40(1 
vessels totalling 35 milium 
tons are laid up. 

That compares with a short¬ 
age of tankers created by 
soaring consumption in the 
years prior to the Arab oil 
embargo in 1973. 

He said some orders for 
large crude oil carriurs- of 
200.000 or more ton6, are 
being cancelled because "the 
purchasers prefer to pay pen¬ 
alties for cancellation rather 
than be burdened by vessels 
without cargo.” 

“I cannot see any light at 
the end of the tunnel for two 
or three years yet,” a broker 
said. “On top of the oil price 
rise and the reduction in de¬ 
mand, there is a worldwide 
economic slowdown which 
means fewer cargoes of 
everything. SyS the smaller 
tankers which might be able 
to carry alternative cargoes, 
like mineral ores, also are

Prime 

rate 

raised 

NEW YORK (UPI) - First 
National City Bank Thursday 
raised its prime interest rate 
to 7 per cent from 6% per 
cent, reflecting the U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Board’s steps to 
slow the growth in the na¬ 
tion’s money supply. 

It was the first increase in 
the key interest rate barome¬ 
ter since Jan. 3 and reverses 
a drop in the rate which has 
been declining steadily since 
last September when it was at 
an historic high of 12 per cent. 
In January, the rate took a 
temporary jump and then re¬ 
sumed its downward trend. 

The formula Citibank uses 
to determine its interest rate 
— short-term interest rates on 
commercial paper and gov¬ 
ernment loans — actually jus¬ 
tified a full one-half percent¬ 
age point increase to 7 1 ,* per 
cent. 

The bank was expected to 
up its interest to that level 
next week. 

The sudden upward trend 
follows recent moves by the 
reserve board to tighten cred¬ 
it and monetary growth rates 
after two months of acceler¬ 
ated growth. 

For the two-month period, 
the nation’s money supply 
cash in hand and in checking 
accounts — had grown by an 
estimated 20 per cent, far 
faster than reserve board 
chairman Arthur Burns had 
planned. The board subse¬ 
quently tightened the reigns, 
raising interest rates and 
slowing monetary growth.

No club in Canadian sport needs a winning season more 
than the B.C. Lions. Another failure wouldn't mean that the 
club would cease to exist, but it would almost certainly be the 
end for general-manager Jackie Parker and coach Eagle 
Keys. And, perhaps, community ownership. Football interest 
in Vancouver hasn’t been as low since the Lions came into 
being in 1954, and the only thing that can revive it is a win¬ 
ning club. Unless the Lions show from the start they can win 
in what promises to be a better-balanced Western Football 
Conference, they may play to fewer fans than. Saskatchewan 
Roughriders this season and finally wind up as the property 
of Herb Capozzi. 

The Lions create hath hope and fear as they head into 
game action (this was in type before last night’s game 
against Ottawa). The Vancouver press, stung often in the 
past and understandably grown cautious, doesn’t sound at all 
hopeful. But things are not nearly as bad as the opinion of the 
fellow who said they .start the season no better off than they 
were when Keys started working on the five-year contract 
which expires this year. It could turn out that the Lions won’t 
win any more games this year than they did in their first 
season under Keys, but the talent he has now, particularly its 
Canadian content, Ls considerably better than it was then. It 
could even still prove good enough to manage the Grey Cup 
game that could have happened last year with a bit less bad 
luck. 

What the Lions have to do to make that a reasonable as¬ 
piration is to at least reasonably compensate for the loss of 
running-back Monroe Eley, who gained more than 1100 yards 
while still reaching for his potential. Fullback Johnny Musso, 
who saw little action because of injuries, defence-tackle Gar¬ 
rett Hunsperger and offence-lineman Mike LaHood and 
Lanny Boleski are also gone from the 1974 roster, but the real 
problem is the missing Eley. Hunsperger was perhaps the 
best tackle in the WFC last season but the Lions might well 
do better without him, and replacing the others is a reason¬ 
able expectation. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Lions have a solid holdover nucleus augmented by 
some promising rookies and the return of the versatile Ross 
Clarkson and Rocky Long. But most of all., for the first time 
since Joe Kapp left them, they start a season feeling comfort¬ 
able at quarterback. They wouldn’t trade Don Moorhead for 
any quarterback in the CFL (Ron Lancaster is too near the 
end of his career), and they have veteran Pete Liske, who 
looked good in training camp, standing by. It’s been said that 
the financially-pressed Lions can’t afford his salary, but 
Liske is a reassuring presence as Moorhead tests the success 
of his knee operation in preseason play. 

There should be few worries about the defence team. 
While Keys has quite a number of decisions to make, they 
* are options which game action will sort out. 

His starting defence against Ottawa had Canadian Bill 
Baker and import Elton Brown at end, Canadian Gary Robin¬ 
son and import Don Wunderly at tackle, import Ray Nettles 
and Canadians Peter Palmer and Dan Dever as linebackers, 
and imports Grady Cavness. Joe Fottrqurean and Long in the 
backfield with Canadians Barry Ardem and Bob Homes. 

But that’s only for starters. A rookie import named 
Luther Howard has looked so good that Keys is wondering 
about using four import defence backs and going with only 
one import at the linebacking position, which has good Cana¬ 
dian depth with the promising Lome Watters behind Dever 
and Palmer. But none of the Canadians is adept enough to 
take over in the pniddle. and that would be gambling thai 
Nettles will have an injury-free season. The thought that he 
might not improves the chances of import Dan McDonough, 
who played the middle for Edmonton Eskimos in the 1974 
Grey Cup game. To complicate matters further, Minnesota- 
rookie Ollie Bakken has looked so good that he may have to 
he kept. 

Nor does il end there for Keys. If Robert Pulliam, a 245- 
pounder from Tennessee, proves he can handle a tackle spot, 
Wunderly could be shifted to end to free the versatile Brown 
to shift to guard. 

★ ★ ★ 

That would shake up the offence line, where the Lions 
r an use four imports this year because there will be only two 
import running backs. If Brown moves, to join Curtis Wester 
at the guard position, the tackles will be holdover Layne 
McDowell and Jim Schneitz, a 245-pound rookie import from 
Missouri who appears to have wxm a job. However, Jim Per¬ 
son, a 240-pound rookie from Montana Tech is in the fight for 
a job as guard, and if he looks better at that position than 
Pulliam looks at defence-tackle, then Brown will stay on 
defence. But then the situation will change if, as is probable, 
the Lions bring in more new talent or make a trade. 

The rest of it, with the exception of who will eventually 
replace the missing Eley, seems set. Lou Harris will be at 
fullback and Lion quarterbacks will have some exceptional 
Canadian talent as targets. Jim Young, Tony Moro and Terry 
Bailey will shift around in manning the tight-end and slotback 
positions, Brock Aynsley will be at flanker with Clarkson as 
backup, and Slade Willis is down as the starting split-end. 
The Lions are so well off as regards Canadian receivers that 
there is no room for rookies Mark McDonald and Randy 
Ragon, both said to be good enough to start on most clubs. 
Hopefully, they can bring something in a trade. 

The Lions certainly aren’t in any untenable position. 
They need to find a good running back and import lineman, 
and need a Canadian lineman for bench strength, but that’s 
no more than par for clubs in a league which limits rosters to 
15 imports and 17 Canadian players. Given reasonable suc¬ 
cess in fdugging their holes and, for a change, a season free 
of injury to key players, they coulfl go all the way. On the 
other hand, if things don’t go right for them they could go all 
the w*ay in the other direction. I’m hopeful, but do join me in 
prayer.

WIMBLEDON, England 
(Reuter) — Americans 
Jimmy Connors and Arthur 
Ashe, who have a battle in the 
law courts looming, take thefc* 
rivalry into the men’s final at 
the Wimbledon tennis cham¬ 
pionships Saturday after corv 
treating semi-final victories 
Thursday. 

Connors. 22, the top seed 
and defending champion, 
thumped out a merciless 6-4, 
6-1, 6-4 victory over compa- 
troit Roscoe Tanner. Sixth- 
seed Ashe, 31, emerged from 
three hours of unexceptional

rj^ey tale the blustery July weather much better than 
those 12-foot aluminums. But, even more important, they are 
fast'enough and safe enough to scoot across the Strait and 
find those elusive coho. And that seems to be what mid-island 
anglers have to do these days to find the best fishing. That 
doesn’t mean those 12-footers are not finding fish, but the an¬ 
glers who can get across to Lasqueti and Sangster Islands 
across from Parksville-Nanoose are doing much better. 

Futher up Island tiiose who can scoot across from Comox 
area to Grants Reef on the Powell River side are finding 
brisk fishing. 

It has been a case of finding the fish, but once you find 
them they seem to take almost anything — flies, hootchies. 
dodger and hootchies, and a lure that is becoming increas¬ 
ingly popular up-Island, the fluorescent orange Bomber plug. 

Coho and chinook fishing has been quite good off Bates 
Beach and in the Campbell River area around tlie bell buoy, 
the lighthouse and Whiskey Point. 

Most artglers have been using flashers and red flies or 
spoon with a little weight, but John Ebert picked up a 14- 
punder trolling a fly on the surface with a fly rod, which is 
just about as sporty as you can get. 


Now is the time to start planning a Muchalat Inlet-Nootka 
Sound trip for those big tyee salmon. There is usually a run 
of the big ones about mid-July, followed by the bigger run in 
mid-August 

For tlie moment the really big fish are pretty well all 
down at the southern tip of the Island — mainljroff Beechey 
Head — Secretary Island waters. 

The average catch per boat is still less than one a day in 
the 'Sooke urea, which federal fisheries rates as one of the 
poorest places on the Island. 

However, the fleet is very big — up to 200 sports boats in 
Becher Bay waters on a weekend morning — and although 
not all are getting fish, the final catch has been substantial. 

The trap-shack area between Beechey Head and Secre- 
%ry Island Ivas been the hot spot for the big salmon during 
the past week, and die morning bite has been best, probably 
because that is when the water is calmer and more fishable. 

The green-headed Minnow-Teasers have been a hot lure, 
along with a rolling flasher like a Hot Spot ro Abe and Al. 
The big fish have mostly been taken close to shore, within 100 
yards. 

The first of the pinks (humpbacks) have been takert in 
Sooke waters, but it is still a little early for these fish, which 
should start to show in numbers towards the end of July or 
early August. 

Same sockeye have also been showing and the commer¬ 
cial netters have been given extra days in Juan de Fuca 
Strait for that early sockeye run they usually get three days 
at in June. And the net catches have been made up of only 50 
per cent sockeye and the other 50 per cent small coho and 
small Chinooks, some not even commercial keepers. 


Anglers in the Oak Bay to Sooke waters have now started 
taking some chinooks by casting from rocks on shore with 
Flutterfish, Gravediggers, Buzz Bombs, Humming Fish, 
Stingsildas, Deadly Dicks and Krocodiie spoons. 

Buzz Bombers have been getting good-sized chinook 
around the kelp bed at Pedder Bay. Fifteen-year-old Charles 
Friend got a 23H-pounder and 14-year-old John Wilson got a 
19-poundlr. 

A 54-pound halibut was taken this week off Pedder 
Bay’s Fossil Point and Parker Okan^ lost a halibut, too big 
for him to handle, off Albert Head. 

Saanich Inlet waters have been a little slower than 
before, and Sidney w aters are still fairly good.

It will be the first all- 
American men’s final here 
since Jack Kramer beat Tom 
Brown in 1947, and the fact 
that Connors announced last 
month that he is suing Ashe 
for something he wrote In a 
letter to -U.S. players, gives 
the match an added edge. But 
on Thursday’s evidence Con¬ 
nors must be firm favorite. 

If he can repeat the devas¬ 
tating form he showed against 
the 23-year-old Tanner, Con¬ 
nors may become the first 
man since Chuck McKinley in 
1963 to win the Wimbledon 
men’s title without dropping a 
set. He has six straight-set 
victories behind him in these 
championships. 

Connors took just 75 min¬ 
utes to destroy Tanner with 
an awesome display of power 
and aggression. 

The match, billed as the 
battle of the tournament’s two 
biggest hitters, was never a 
contest after Connors took a 
close first set 6-4. Only once 
did Tanner threaten Connors’s 
domination, breaking the 
champion’s serve in the sev¬ 
enth game of that opening set 

But Connors, serving and 
volleying with great authori¬ 
ty, produced three stinging 
forehand winners to break 
back in the next game—and 


conceded just four more 
points in the rest of the set. 

Tanner’s big serve, timed qt 
140 m.p.h., received contemp¬ 
tuous treatment from Con¬ 
nors, who fed off its speed to 
return service with frighten¬ 
ing power and accuracy. How¬ 
ever, Tanner did manage 13 
aces to Connors's tlvg. 

After putting out lGth-seed- 
ed Roche, Ashe said he was 
disappointed with his return 
of service “particularly in the 
fourth set, when I led 40-15 in 
two games.” 

But the American, who has 
already succeeded In the first 
half of his twin ambition for 
1975 by winning the world 
championship tennis playoff, 
was confident he could 
achieve the second half by 
beating Connors on Saturday. 

“I knew I was capable of 
getting to the final and win¬ 
ning it.” 

He admitted that it took 
longer than he thought to top¬ 
ple a determined Roche, who 
came to Wimbledon with only 
one warm-up tournament be¬ 
hind him following a five- 
* month break from the game. 
He had an Achilles tendon 
operation in January. 

In the women’s singles final 
today, Billie Jean King, the 
31-year-old American who is 
making what she says is'her 
last singles appearance at 


Wimbledon, meets Evonne 
Goolagong Cawley of Austra¬ 
lia. 

King eliminated defending 
champion Chris Evert 2-6, 6-2, 


6-3 Wednesday, while Cawley 
beat fellow Australian Mar¬ 
garet Court 6-4, 6-4 in a duel 
of former Wimbledon cham¬ 
pions. 


King, who has never lost to 
20-year-old Evert, has won 18

Garden notes' 


In yesterday’s column I 
mentioned the conditioning 
treatment which should be 
given to the lawn before de¬ 
parting on annual holidays. 

The flower beds and the 
vegetable plot coufrl do with a 
few licks too if they are to be 
green and healthy when you 
return from vacation. 

Probably the most impor¬ 
tant of these pre-vacation .job? 
is to make a tour of the gar¬ 
den picking absolutely every¬ 
thing in sight. 

Take off ALL the flowers — 
not only those which are fad¬ 
ing now, but also those which 
are likely to fade during your 
absence. 

I'd even go so far, for a 
three-week holiday, to cut off 
every flower bud which is 
showing a trace of color. 

★ ★ ★ 

You see, there is a powerful 
instinct in every plant to per¬ 
petuate its race. Every at¬ 
tribute and every quality of a 
flower is designed for the ful¬ 
filment of this urge — its 
color, the shape of its petals, 
its fragrance and its secretion 
of sweet nectar — all are for 
the one purpose: to attract 


the pollinating insect so seed 
may be set and scattered, and 
the future of the race assured. 
★ ★ ★ 

Once a plant succeeds in ac¬ 
complishing its mission in life 

— setting and ripening seed 

— it has no further incentive 
to continue in bloom, and in 
fact, many of our most popu¬ 
lar subjects simply call it a 
day and pack up for the sea¬ 
son. 

If we want our flower beds 
to remain colorful right 
through until fall, then, it is 
necessary to frustrate every 
attempt the plant makes to 
set and ripen seed. Hence the 
need to "deadhead” — to pick 
(iff all the flowers before leav¬ 
ing on vacation. 

★ ★ ★ 

The same principle holds 
for the vegetable plot too, and 
everything which could possi¬ 
bly ripen seeds during your 
absence should be picked, 
even if you have to force arm¬ 
fuls of immature vegetables 
upon your neighbors. 

Beans and cucumbers are 
particularly vulnerable in this 
respect, and the vines will 


quit bearing at the drop of a 
hat if they are not kept picked 
over. 

A lack of soil moisture will 
often trigger off a mechanism 
in many plants and vegeta¬ 
bles to make them set seed 
prematurely, and this is espe¬ 
cially true of lettuce and spin¬ 
ach. 

I think the failing moisture 
supply must throw a scare 
into the plants, and fearing 
their impending doom, they 
hurry about the urgent busi¬ 
ness of reproducing their 
race. , 

★ ★ ★ 

To guard against this, loosen 
tiie sail between the plants 
and ( between the vegetable 
rows, using the scuffle hoe, 
breaking up any crust which 
may have formed on the sur¬ 
face. 

Follow this up with a thor¬ 
ough, deep watering and then, 
if you can manage it, cover 
every square inch of bare soil 
with a thick layer of lawn 
mowings. 

I believe some of my neigh¬ 
bours think I have lost my 
marbles and have become a 
bit ‘‘tetched” on this subject 


of mulching, but the fact re¬ 
mains that you never see 
baresoil on wild land. 

Nature abhors bare* soil as 
she abhors a vacuum, and she 
will shower down tree leaves 
upon it, cast air-borne weed 
seeds on it, and do everything 
in her power to get it decently 
clothed as quickly as possible. 

★ ★ ★ 

I do hope you’ll give mulch¬ 
ing a trial this year, covering 
all your bare soil with law-n 
mowings or any other organic 
litter before leaving on your 
vacation. 

I am sure that when you re¬ 
turn and see the cool, moist 
soli under the mulch and ob¬ 
serve the strong, sturdy 
growth of your plants, you too 
will become a zealous mis¬ 
sionary spreading the gospel 
of litter gardening. 

For those of my readers 
who would like to delve a bit 
more deeply into this subject 
of mulching, I can recom¬ 
mend two excellent books by 
Ruth Stout: Gardening With- , 
out Work and How to Have a 
Green Thumb without an Ach¬ 
ing Back.

WASHINGTON — Having applied to 
the CIA, FBI, IRS and state department 
for any files they had on me under the 
Freedom of Information Act, I waited 
anxiously for them to arrive. 

The first envelope, after a 20-day 
wait, came from the CIA. I must say I 
was disappointed because I expected a 
much bulkier package. After all, I had 
been stationed abroad for 14 years in 
Paris and I assumed they had kept 
daily track of all my activities. 

It turns out it was terribly meagre 
pickings. The first item was a report 
from the Soviet Union quoting a Mos¬ 
cow radio station quoting me about 
something innocuous I had written 
about the CIA in my column. I only 
received one mention in the three-page 
memorandum which was hardly worth 
the price of the Xeroxed pages. 

★ ★ ★ 

The second piece of paper in the file 
was a memorandum from Cord Meyer 
dated June 9, 1964. At that time Meyer’s 
title was Chief of Covert Action Staff. 

I knew Meyer worked for the CLA but 
I wasn’t sure what he did. We used to 
meet at parties and I was always 
sounding off about one thing or another 
just to make lit look as if I knew some¬ 
thing. 

From the memo it appeared that 
Meyer had had a conversation with Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy and myself. 

Meyer’s conversation with McCarthy 
had been omitted, but mine was report¬ 
ed. 

It said "Mr. Buchwald added that it 
was his feeling that the policy control 
over the agency was not as close as it 
should be. He cited as an extreme ex¬ 
ample the claim of the Cuban exiles in 
the recent. "Bay of Pigs” that they had

been encouraged to proceed with the in¬ 
vasion even if the White House issued 
contrary orders. 

• "I stated that I was not personally 
familiar with the Cuban events, but it 
was my clear understanding that no 
such incitement to mutiny had ever 
been officially authorized, and that it 
was IncoocedYable to think that it had 
been.” 

★ ★ ★ 

That was it! My entire CIA file. One 
lousy mention of the Soviet radio and a 
stupid conversation at a party with one 
of the agency’s chief spooks when I was 
probably quoting Time or Newsweek 
magazine. 

Either the CIA had no interest in my 
activities or they had held back every¬ 
thing from the folder and sent me a few 
cigar ashes. 

I was heartbroken. If I had known 
Cord Meyer was reporting back to 
headquarters on what he heard at par¬ 
ties I sure as hell would have come up 
with something more interesting than 
some idle gossip about the Bay of Pigs. 

To add insult to injury, the next day 
I received a letter from the Internal 
Revenue Service which said: "Please 
be advised that we checked thq .indices 
of the former Special Service Staff and 
the Baltimore District Intelligence 
Gathering and Retrieval System. These 
Indices failed to disclose the existence 
of any record relating to Art Buch¬ 
wald.” 

★ ★ ★ 

I couldn’t believe it. Here I was, one 
of the foremost critics of the Johnson 
and Nixon administrations, and the IRS 
claimed it didn’t have one piece of de¬ 
rogatory paper on me. 

Before I could digest this I heard 


from Barbara Ennis at the state depart¬ 
ment. She informed me that if I sent a 
cheque for $21.50, she would send me 
everything the state department had 
about me. 

I immediately dispatched $21.50 and 
waited breathlessly for the file. It ar¬ 
rived a week later. I’m almost ashamed 
to tell you what was in it 

There were six Xeroxed copies of 
my passport applications over the past 
26 years and a letter from George Ball 
asking me if I would like to have lunch 
with him sometime. 

You’ll have to admit that isn’t much 
to show' for someone who has knocked 
the heck out of American foreign policy 
for a quarter of a century. 

So there you have it. In spite of the 
Freedom of Information Act, it’s obvi¬ 
ous no one in the government wants to 
tell me what they really have in their 
files on me. The big question is why? Is 
the stuff so hot that no one will take the 
responsibility for releasing it? 

Or perhaps the true files are in still 
another computer which the CIA, IRS 
and state department don’t know about. 
I can’t believe someone who has had as 
exciting and meaningful a life as I have 
would be so totally ignored by the in¬ 
telligence-gathering agencies of the 
United States. 

★ ★ ★ 

My only ace in the hole is that I still 
haven’t heard from Clarence Kelley at 
the FBI. 

Knowing J. Edgar Hoover’s pen¬ 
chant for details, I’m certain when the 
FBI sends over its files on me, it’ll 
have to deliver them in a U-Haul. I can 
•hardly wait, because I want to see if 
the FBI’s reports on my sex life are as 
terrific as mine.

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Will economic boat capsize? 

Sense of de ja vu 
over forest talks 


Canadian Pr«*s 

There is a sense of Deja Vu 
about this year’s stormy labor 
negotiations in the B£. forest 
industry. 

The natives have seen the 
theatrics on both sides of the 
bargaining table so often it’s, 
like watching a late-night 
rerun of the African Queen — 
mesmerized by Bogart and 
Hepburn but unahle to get ex¬ 
cited, again, about whether 
the boat is going to sink. 

But whether the province’s 
economic boat will capsize if 
wage demands are added to 
poor world wood market con¬ 
ditions seems to be the criti-. 
cal question in the annual dis¬ 
pute between 157 forestry 
companies and about 40,000 
workers in the southern third 
of B.C. 

Financial blues 

From the unions’ viewpoint, 
the companies are crying the 
financial blues during a bad 
year _ but a bad year that 
follows several good years, 
and one which may become 
better in the final quarter. 

Negotiators for the Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers of Ameri¬ 
ca, the Canadian Paper- 
workers’ Union and the Pulp, 
Paper and Woodworkers of 
Canada say their members 
should not suffer, but rather 
that the companies should re¬ 
cognize the cyclical nature of 
the industry and budget to 
pay in bad times as well as 
good. 

With that principle in mind, 
the 29,000-member coast local 
of the IWA, which began bar¬ 
gaining April 9, asked for a Si¬ 
an-hour increase on a base 
rate of $5.10 an hour. It was 
the same increase the union 
asked for in 1974, when — 
>after a month of intermittent 
strikes — it won a package 
with an over-all increase of 12 
per cent, a minimum raise of 
65 cents an hour on the base 
rate of $4.45. 

JVo( optimistic 

Additionally in 1974, the 
IWA and their pulp counter¬ 
parts won a cost-of-living ad¬ 
justment clause, giving an 
extra cent an hour for every 
.35 rise monthly in the con¬ 
sumer price index. That 
clause gave workers an extra 
24 cents an hour this last 
year, bringing the actual base 
rate in the industry to $5.44 an 
hour. Top tradesmen’s rates, 
with the COLA increase, are 
$7.84 an hour. 


The pulp workers won 
parity with the IWA in the 
1974 bargaining year, and the 
IWA achieved a one-year-in- 
stead of the usual two-year 
pact, so that contract expiry 
dates for the three unions be¬ 
came roughly the same. 

That move set the stage for 
a major bargaining develop¬ 
ment this May: A liaison 
committee among the three 
unions to present a united 
front to the companies, which 
are allied under the banner of 
Forest Industrial Relations 
and the Pulp and Paper In¬ 
dustrial Relations Bureau. 
The CPU, with 7,000 B.C. 
members, and the 500- 
member *PPWC are seeking 
$1.50 an hour this contract, 
trying to recover their posi¬ 
tion in the provincial wage 
structure, which has slipped 
to 27th from third in recent 
years. 

As part of this united front 
strategy, the coast IWA kept 
its workers on the job past 
their contract expiry date of 
midnight June 14, awaiting 
expiry of the pulp sector con¬ 
tract at midpight Monday 
night. 

Voting results issued Mon¬ 
day show PPWC members 
Yoted 78 per cent and CPU 
members 77 per cent for 
strike action. Although IWA 
voting results were not issued, 
PPWC spokesman Reg Ginn 
said he was told the union 
membership has voted to go 
on strike. 

Also expiring Monday night 
was the IWA contract in the 
province’s southern interior, 
affecting about 7,000 workers. 
The union demands are 
roughly the same in that divi¬ 
sion. 

Mike Davison, president of 
the Interior Forest Labor Re¬ 
lations Association, which 
bargains for 37 companies, 
said he is not optimistic. 

Although the interior IWA is 
asking for a $1 general wage 
increase, Davison said work¬ 
ing conditions and benefits de¬ 
mands actually would cost the 


employers from $4.10-fco$5-an- 
hour more. He said the Interi¬ 
or local is seeking a 6 Vi-hour 
day, or a 32-hour week, for 
fallers and buckers and dou¬ 
ble time for all overtime. 

Job evaluation, a flexible 
work week and a proposal to 
join the interior pension plan 
with the coast pension also 
are bargaining issues, he 
said. 

National strikes 

On the coast, too, the empa- 
nis say money is the central 
negotiating issue. 

FIR’s stance became clear 
in early June when Denis 
Timmis, chief executive of¬ 
ficer of MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd. and chairman of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pulp and paper Asso¬ 
ciation, announced during a 
Montreal visit that pulp and 
paper workers should receive 
only cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ments or less this eyar. That 
position was made official by 
industry negotiators June 20. 

Timmis said militant state¬ 
ments by union leaders would 
result in cross-Canada shut¬ 
downs in the industry, be¬ 
cause management negotia¬ 
tors would not be likely to 
make any wage offers until 
union demands “come closer 
to reality.” 

Contentious issue 

He said the pulp and paper 
industry was in danger of 
being lost to the U.S. market 
because wages and fringe 
benefits here are running 
about 18 per cent ahead of 
those in the U.S. If present 
trends continue, he added, the 
difference would be about 50 
per cent by 1977. 

More contentious to the 
average millworker than the 
industry’s CO LA-only offer, 
however, is a proposal to con¬ 
vert the lumber and sawmill 
divisions to the seven-day 
work week now operating in 
the pulp sector. 

IWA members have week¬ 
ends off, and a union spokes¬ 
man says members consider 
it a “medieval and retrograde 
step” to agree to weekend 
shifts as part of the regularly- 
scheduled work week. 

Sevenrday week 

The companies asked for a 
seven-day week in 1974, say¬ 
ing it is necessary to remain 
competitive in the world mar¬ 
ket. 

Peter Bentley, president of 
Canadian Forest Product^ 
and also of FIR, said in A 
mid-June interview that in 
past negotiations the industry 
has cried wolf in sayihg it 
can’t afford to pay high wage 
increases. But this year, he 
said, the problem is real. 

Earlier in the year, 12,000 
workers were laid off, and 
10,000 remain unemployed in 
the lumber and plyw’ood in¬ 
dustry. In the interior divi¬ 
sion, roughly 30 per cent of 
the 9.000-member peak labor 
force is out of work. 

Running at loss 

Typical of the industry situ¬ 
ation on the coast was Mac- 
blo’s weekend announcement 
that 10 of its Alberni Valley 
and westeri) Vancouver Island 
logging divisions would close 
from July 21 to Aug. 4. 

In the Interior, Di\lson 
said one logging operator told 
him this week that he is los¬ 
ing $15 on every 1,000 board 
feet of lumber his sawmill 
produces in order to remain 
competitive in the U.S. mar- 


400% tax hike 
f«r foreigners 

BANJUL (AFP) - Gambia 
has imposed a 400-per-cent 
lax increase on foreigners as 
Parliament voted a deficit re¬ 
current budget of about $16 
million, an increase of $ 2.1 
million from last year.

Taxes also higher 

Bentley said B.C. forest 
workers’ wages have gone up 
70 per cent from 1969 to 1974, 
while the cost of living has 
gone up 33 per cent. Adding 
this escalating wage trend to 
increased debt financing 
charges has created serious 
rate-of-retum problems for 
the industry, he said. 

Returns dropping * 

For the first three months 
of 1974, return on sales to four 
of th£ leading public compa¬ 
nies in the industry was 6.5 
per cent, Bentley Raid, com¬ 
pared with 8.5 per cent in 
eastern Canada and 7.1 per 
cent in the U.S. 

For the balantfif of 1974, the 
return on sales dropped to 5.5 
per cent, while eastern Cana¬ 
dian firms increased to 8.8 
per cent and U.S. companies 
slipped slightly to 6.7 per 
cent. 

The situation in 1975 has 
taken a sharp turn for the 
worse, he added, as first 
quarter returns dropped to 2.9 
per cent for the B.C. firms, 
compared with 6.4 per cent 
for the eastern Canadian 
group and 5.5 per cent for tte 
U.S. companies. 

Upswing brief 

Industry spokesman say 
lumber prices did improve 
briefly in April, when the 
price for Interior two-by-four 
spruce rose from a February 
low of $ 100 -a-thousand-board- 
feet to $149, and coast two-by- 
four bemlock rose to $150. But 
by -£arly June the spruce 
pricp had dropped to $126 and 
henrUock fell to $ 1 ^ 0 .

But if there are w'oes in 
lumber, softened world mar¬ 
ket conditions have created 
an even gloomier prospect for 
pulp and paper, industry 
spokesmen say. 

B.C. Forest Products has 
announced it will lay off 1,000 
workers during the summer 
because of slackening demand 
for pulp and newsprint. Simi¬ 
larly, Weyerhaeuser Canada 
Ltd. says it will shut its Kam¬ 
loops pulp mill for six weeks 
in August and September. 

Prince George Pulp and 
Paper Ltd. and its affiliate. 
Intercontinental Pulp and 
Paper Ltd., will curtail opera¬ 
tions from Aug. 11 to Sept. 2, 
affecting about 700 em¬ 
ployees. And Eurocan Pulp 
and Paper Ltd. in Kitimat is 
cutting production 50 per cent 
but hopes to arrange shifting 
schedules so that no em¬ 
ployees will be laid off. 

Bitter fury 

The unions’ reaction so far 
to industry layoff plans and 
CQLA-only wage offers has 
been bitter* fury. Among other 
charges, PPWC president Reg 
Ginn says the industry is 
seeking to embarrass the 
NDP provincial government 
by provoking workers to go on 
strike. 

He said the industry is 
worried because its profits 
have been “eaten into by pol¬ 
lution-abatement require¬ 
ments and increased stum- 
page rates. 

“They are going to take this 
avenue aimed at eliminating 
the NDP.” he said. “They 
know that if they succeed in 
shutting the forest industry 
down, there will be political 
mayhem.”

A natural art centre

Victoria is a natural art 
centre. 

Its climate, easy pace and 
beautiful surroundings make 
it so. 

At least that’s the opinion of 
31-year-old Roger Boulet, an 
are connoisseur and newly- 
appointed director of the 
Greater Victoria Art Gallery. 

According to Boulet, former 
curator of the Peter Whyte 
Gallery in Banff, “Victoria 
has the kind of climate that 
makes people receptive to the 
contemplation of works of 
art." 

In fact, the director can’t 
understand why membership 
at Victoria’s gallery, estimat¬ 
ed at 2 , 000 , is so small. 

While Boulet admits mem¬ 
bership is about the same as 
that of Vancouver’s Art Gal¬ 
lery, a city more than seven 
times the size of Victoria, he 
nevertheless contends: “At¬ 
tendance is good . . . but a lot

of people in Victoria have no 
idea what’s going on here, 
and its value.” 

Boulet illustrated his point 
by saying Victoria has the 
most valuable and largest col¬ 
lection of Oriental art in 
Western Canada. Visitors to 
the gallery enjoy a collection 
surpassed only by that of the 
Royal Ontario Museum. 

“The Victoria art gallery is 
a museum of art — but it 
does, like the National Gal¬ 
lery, combine both historical 
art and works of contem¬ 
porary artists." 

While other Canadian gal¬ 
leries have a more contem¬ 
porary program and more 
non-visual art, such as musi¬ 


cal periormances, the empha¬ 
sis in Victoria is on visual 
arts, he commented. 

Under his administration 
the gallery program will con¬ 
tinue to include traditional 
art, “national and interna¬ 
tional, as well as the best of 
contemporary art.” 

Boulet took over the direc¬ 
torship of the local gallery 
from Colin Graham in early 
May. Graham served as act¬ 
ing director since the march 
15 departure of Richard Sim- 
mins. 

The tall, bilingual bachelor 
was chosen from nine appli¬ 
cants for the job. 

A serious art lover with a 
gregarious personality, Boulet

88 s (Stereotypers), that the 
Nanaimo Free Press has vio¬ 
lated a section of the collec¬ 
tive agreement. 

The board also must rule on 
a cpmpany complaint that the 
present strike and picketing 
by the ITU local in Nanaimo 
is illegal. 

At issue in the dispute is a 
reproduction clause which 
would require the newspapers 
to produce locally material 
supplied by advertisers ready 
for publication.

observers to the biggest inter¬ 
national parley on women’s 
rights in history began return¬ 
ing home Thursday, some 
happy with the two-week con¬ 
ference and others disappoint¬ 
ed. 

In itself, the meeting repre¬ 
sented probably the most im- 
!>ortant global gathering of 
“woman power.” It did 
achieve what it set out to do 
— approve a “plan of action” 
to advance die status of 
vromen over the next decade. 

But women were sharply di¬ 
vided on the use of the forums 
here for political attacks and 
pronouncements on controver¬ 
sial world issues. 

Some delegates resented 
what they considered the in¬ 
trusion of those questions into 
a meeting supposedly sche¬ 
duled to concentrate strictly 
on women’s problems, varied 
and different, in the member 
states of the United Nations. 

Others objected not so much 
to the introduction of those 


issues as to the fact they, as 
women, were being used as 
“m<x*4hpieces“ on questions 
over wffleh men — in control 
of governments — exercised 
the power. 

The other aspect of the con¬ 
ference which caused confu¬ 
sion was its size. 

Some delgates felt it was 
simply too big, involving actu¬ 
ally two conferences — one 
official and one unofficial — 
which seemed to be compet¬ 
ing with each other. 

When there was a mass pro- 
Arab walkout, for example, 
on Mrs. Leah Rabin, wife of 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitz¬ 
hak Rabin, one puzzled Afri¬ 
can delegate asked: 

“What does that have to dp 
with women’s rights?” 

Australian author Germane 
Greer left the conference in 
some disgust, speculating that 
probably the delegates 
“would be better off going 
home and working on their 
own problems in their own 
countries.” 


New YORK (AP) - Union 
sanitation workers ended an 
illegal three-day strike Thurs¬ 
day and began picking up 
50,000 tons of garbage rotting 
at curbsides throughout the 
city. 

Democratic Mayor Abra¬ 
ham Beame worked out an 
agreement with the Uni¬ 
formed Sanitationmen’s Asso¬ 
ciation which he said might 
allow the recall of some of the 
3,000 laid-off garbage men. 

Their dismissal, a cost-sav¬ 
ing measure during the city’s 
fiscal crisis, led to the walk¬ 
out of the 10,600 other 
workers. 

Union president John De- 
Lury called the agreement a 
victory. 

Beame also announced a so¬ 
lution to another potential 
problem when he said he 
would reinstate this morning 
2,000 dismissed policemen, 750 
firemen and 150 prison 
guards. 

The mayor said the reinsta¬ 
tement of the police and fire¬ 
men would cost an estimated 
$52 million, made available 
when the state granted the 
city $330 million in new taxing 
powers. 

As the department’s 800 
trucks hit the streets, sanita¬ 
tion commissioner Robert 
Groh estimated it might take 
until Tuesday to catch up on 
collections. 

Meanwhile, a sick-call slow¬ 
down by the 12,000-member 
Uniformed Firefighters Asso¬ 
ciation continued, with 300 to 
400 firefighters — 10 times the 
normal number off the job 
to protest the layoff of 2,000 
firemen. 

The depleted firefighting 
force was put to the test by a 


record number of fires 
Wednesday night in Manhat¬ 
tan, Brooklyn and the Bronx. 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Ca¬ 
nadian editions of Time mag¬ 
azine and Reader’s Digest 
will lose their special tax 
status next Jan. 1 even though 
legislation affecting the publi¬ 
cations will be delayed until 
fall, Secretary of State Hugh 
Faulkner said Thursday. 


Faulkner said there would 
be no extension of the Jan. 1 
implementation date for strip¬ 
ping advertisers in the two 
U.S.-owned magazines of the 
right to claim income tax de¬ 
ductions lor their advertising 
costs. 


The government served no¬ 
tice of its intention to end the 
special tax concessions in 
January and has been ready 
for two months to proceed 
with Income Tax Act amend¬ 
ments, he said, but a “Con¬ 
servative filibuster” during 


second reading debate in the 
Commons, supported by 
strong lobbying frpm Time 
and Reader’s Digest, delayed 
the legislation to the point 
that committee hearings and 
further parliamentary debate 
will not be possible before 
MPs return in October. 


Road re-opened 
traffic 


to some 


FORT NELSON (CP) — 
The Stewart-Cassiar highway, 
the only road link from B.C. 
to the Yukon and Alaska, was 
reopened to traffic Thursday 
after a bridge 70 miles north 
of Stewart was washed out 
Wednesday. 

Stewart is near the tip of 
the Alaska Panhandle, and 
Cassiar is in the northwestern 
section of B.C. 

A spokesman for the depart¬ 
ment of highways said that in 
some sections only one-way 
traffic was being allowed 
along the Stewart-Cassiar 
road. 

Meanwhile, a department 
spokesman at Prince George 
said the Alaska Highway 
would not be open to normal 
traffic for at least a week, fol¬ 
lowing damage to three 
bridges between Watson 
Lake. Y.T., and this town 335 
miles to the southeast. 

The road north from the 
Toad River bridge to Mile 437 
has been opened on an emer¬ 
gency basis, but the highways 
department was holding 
north-bound traffic here at 
Mile 300. 

The spokesman said most of 
the people who had been iso- 
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lated by mud slides and wash¬ 
outs along the highway last 
weekend were able to leave 
the highway after emergency 
. repairs to some sections. 

He said none of the people 
isolated by the washouts and 
mud slides \Vere in any imme¬ 
diate danger and food sup¬ 
plies were being airlifted to 
any still isolated. 

Weather along the highway 
north to Fort Nelson has im¬ 
proved since heavy rains 
caused the slides and wash¬ 
outs during the weekend. 

Most trucking companies 
have said they will use the 
Stewart-Cassiar Road, which 
leads south off the Alaska 
Highway at Watson Lake, to 
move freight into the Yukon 
and Alaska until the highway 
reopens. 

The public works depart¬ 
ment has wanted travellers 
hauling trailers with their 
t ars that they arc not advised 
to use the Stewart-Cassiar 
route because of its rough 
condition in sorpe areas. 

A department spokesman 
said those using pickup trucks 
to haul trailers might be able 
to use the road.

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Victims of blaze 
‘could have 
saved selves’ 


A Vancouver woman who 
stayed at the Royal Olympic 
Hotel when fire broke out 
June 21, claiming three lives, 
told a coroner's jury in Vic¬ 
toria Thursday night of panic 
among some third-floor guests 
when they could not find a 
fire escape. 

“I thought there should be a 
door that said ‘Fire Escape' 
and that'* when I panicked,” 
said Mabel Susan Lindstrom, 
a widow’ who wak in Room 316 
at the time. 

But she w’as able tp identity 
an exit sign and door marked 
‘Escape’ in photographs 
shown her at the inquest by 


city police Sergeant Gordon 
Bennett. 

She testified that guests had 
tried to open doors on the 
third floor in a search for a 
tire exit but made their es¬ 
cape through the window’ of a 
broom closet and onto the 
roof and down an exterior fire 
ladder. 

Mrs. Linds trom told the 
jury that two young men 
helped her down the ladder 
when she balked at the top. 

She was treated in hospital 
for a day after the fire. 

The three persons who died 
could possibly have saved 


themselves, assistant 
chief Ernest Belton said.

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James Bay park 
may be retained 


A strong feeling on Victoria 
city council that parks should 
be sacrosanct may save a 
two-acre park in James Bay 
from being used as a building 
site for an old folks’ centre. 

The park is at the southeast 
corner of Menzies and Michi¬ 
gan, 

The land, owned by the city 
of Victoria, is being held for 
school purposes and has been 
used as a park. 

The James Bay New Hori¬ 
zons, an elderly people's 
group, plans to build a 
$ 120,000 activity centre on the 
site and, until recently, .city 
council didn’t really oppose 
the idea. 

At a meeting Thursday of 
the city's parks committee, 
however, some aldermen and 


Mayor Peter Pollen regis¬ 
tered objections to the plan 
and the mqtter was tabled. 

Before a final decision is 
made, council wants to con¬ 
sider the possibility of build¬ 
ing the centre on a site that 
isn’t used for parks. 

Aid. Murray Glazier said 
the proposed building would 
only occupy one-tenth of the 
site, but Pollen replied that 
council should think twice. 

He was referring to Central 
Park, part of which was used 
to build the new Crystal Pool. 

“We should really have a 
sacrosanct attitude towards 
our parks,” the mayor said. 

Other aldermen echoed Pol¬ 
len's remarks, adding that it 
should be possible to find a 
location for the centre other 
than the park. 


Coach Lines drivers 
vote 100% for strike 


Asked by Bennett how 
Charles James MacDonald, 
90, a resident of the hotel, 
might have survived, Belton 
replied: “My original obser¬ 
vation was that if he had only 
opened the window, stepped 
on the roof — it was relatively 
safe area.” MacDonald’s body 
was found in his room. 

Asked about Loma Anne 
Minnis, 57, of Vancouver, 
whose body was found in a 
sixth-floor room, Belton said: 
"1 believe if she’d got to a 
window, opened it, in all prob¬ 
ability we’d have been able to 
get to her.” 

He said the same applied to 
Elizabeth Mae Towers, 20, of 
Trail, B.C., whose body was 
found in a third-floor hallway. 

Belton said he believed the 
fire started in room 210 be¬ 
cause “the volume of the 
fire” was issuing from that 
room when he arrived, and on 
later inspection he found the 
bed was "totally disintegrat¬ 
ed.” 

He added he had no reason 
to believe the fire started any¬ 
where else. 

On the opening night of the 
inquest on June 21, Walter 
Stanley, who had occupied 
room 210 , told the all-male 
jury he woke up to find the 
head of his bed in flames. 
Stanley also chronicled fbr the 
jury a 12 -hour day of drinking 
in local hotels. He could not 
recall smoking on the way up 
to his room or smoking in 
bed. 

Stanley, on leave from a ca¬ 
tering job at Resolute Bay, 
N.W.T.. has been reporting 
daily to Victoria city police 
since the fire, coroner Ed¬ 
mond Jorre the St. Jorre said 
Thursday night at the inquest. 

The hearing was adjourned 
io July 9 and may go to a 
fourth session after that. 


Drivers of the govemment- 
owned Vancouver Island 
Coach Lines have voted 100 
per cent in favor of a strike, 
business agent James Grealy 
announced Thursday night. 

Grealy said 120 drivers, 
members of Local 234 of Ca¬ 
nadian Brotherhood of Rail¬

ator, Clark Gilmour, consid¬

Officials have not identified 
the man, lone occupant of the 
converted Second World War 
aircraft, which was fighting a 
forest fire at the time of the 
crash. 


More details needed 
from taxi firms 


Victoria’s finance committee wants more 
“supporting financial data” before approving 
a request by eight taxi firms for a 30 j>er 
cent fare increase. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said at Thursday’s 
meeting that on the basis of information 
supplied so far by the companies, council 
couldn’t approve the fare increase. 

No action will be taken until the taxi firms 
provided more information. 

At the moment, the firms charge 80 cents 
for the first one-sixth of a mile. 10 cents for 


each additional one-sixth of a mile, and 10 
cents for each 45 seconds of stopping or wait¬ 
ing time after three minutes. 

Under the proposed fare structure, the 
firms would charge 80 cents for the first one- 
eighth of a mile. 10 cents for each additional 
one-eighth of a mile, and 10 cents for each 36 
seconds of stopping or waiting. 

Hourly rates would increase from the 
present $8 an hour, or 60 cents for each mile 
travelled, to $10 an hour or 80 cents for each 
mile, which ever is greater.

Anne’s an expert 
in cheating death

Anyone who has been re¬ 
vived in Victoria after his 
heart or breathing Suddenly 
stopped probably owes some 
. thanks to a woman who lives 
in a suitcase at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. 

The woman is a plastic 
dummy with a chest full of 
tubing, springs, electrical wir¬ 
ing and batteries, and her 
name is Resusci-Anne. 

She will be an important 
teaching aid in the new para¬ 
medic training course which 
Emergency Health Services 
hopes to start this year in Vic¬ 
toria. 

In the 2 ’2 years that the 
dummy has been used here to 
train interns, nurses, ambu¬ 
lance personnel and firemen 
in what the experts call "car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
and emergency cardiac 
care,’’ she has made “a sig¬ 
nificant difference in the way 
cardiac arrests are handled,’’ 
emergency physician John 
Maccagno said. 

Resuscitation dummies are 
fairly common in first aid 
classes, but this one is dif- 
ferent. Through blinking 
lights attached to the right 
side of her maisf, and graphs 
that roll out of the left side of 
her w’aist, she tells whoever is 
trying to revive her when he 
goes wrong, and when he hits 
the mark. 

During mouth-to-mouth re¬ 
suscitation a green light goes 
on as soon as air gets through 
to the dummy’s lungs, and the 
dummy records the amount of 
air her rescuer breathes into 
her. 

When a trainee applies 
pressure to her chest to start 
her heart, the dummy records 
the amount of pressure. If his 
technique is right, a yellow 
light flashes. If the pressure 
is applied in a way that might 
crack ribs, a red light flashes. 


The teacher can also control 
dilation of the dummy's pupils 
and her neck pulse, imjwrtant 
indicators in diagnosing cardi¬ 
ac arrest. 

The dummy is much more 
sensitive to a rescuer’s mis¬ 
takes than a human would be. 
Maccagno said, so anyone 
whtr ean save the dummy’s 
life can save just about any¬ 
one. 

Anne cost about $800. Her 
electric heart, used in ad¬ 
vanced training to simulate 
all kinds of heart problems, 
boosts the price to more than 
$2,800. 


So that advanced classes 
can learn to give electric 
shocks to cardiac patients, 
Anne’s chest is'wired to with¬ 
stand abcut 8 . 000 -volt shocks. 

In Victoria, the greatest 
need for Anne's kind of treat¬ 
ment is among the elderly 
and heart disease victims. 
Other common problems are 
drug overdose, automobile ac¬ 
cidents, and anything that 
blocks a person’s breathing, 
Maccagno said. 

A large i*ercentage of peo¬ 
ple who die in traffic ac¬ 
cidents could be saved by 
proper resuscitation, Maccag¬ 
no said. 


About $220,250 in debts 
which otherwise w'ould have 
been lost money, is being paid 
through the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s debtor assistance pro¬ 
gram, according to Consumer 
Services Minister Phyllis 
Young. 

Since the division started 
operating last October, about 
3,000 people with debt prob¬ 
lems have been counselled in 
a program which is gaining 
steady acceptance, the min¬ 
ister said. 

Ms. Young said that in the 
first month. 97 people were 
counselled, but in May this 
year that number had in¬ 
creased to 505. 

“The debt program has had 
an incredible response from 
the public.” she said. 

Altogether the division re¬ 
ceived about 25,000 telephone 
j inquiries. 

“On the one hand it’s en¬ 
couraging to know that people 
who need our help are com¬ 
ing," commented Ms. Young. 
"On the other hand, however, 
it’s a pretty strong reminder 
of how serious the debt prob¬ 
lem is in B.C.” 

During May. 505 new clients 
w’ere counselled in Prince 
George. Kamloops, Victoria 
and Vancouver. 

Of these. 298 needed budget 
advice or mediation with their 
creditors, 165 had regular 
payment schemes worked out 
so that creditors w'ould get 
full repayment of outstanding 
debts. 33 were referred to 
bankruptcy procedures, and 
nine had special settlements 
negotiated. 

The debt burden of all the 
people counselled since Oc¬ 
tober w’as more than $10 mil¬ 
lion, said Ms. Young. 

Of the $220,250 paid back to 
creditors so far, $42,250 w’as 
through pool accounts and set¬ 
tlements and $178,000 was 
through the Orderly Payment 
of Debts Act. 

Ms. Young said information 
gathered through the division 
will give a clearer picture of 
the debt situation in the prov¬ 
ince. 

It will Show who are the 
typical debtors, reasons for 
indebtedness, and \yjiat other 
kinds of help^re needed. 

“Through our statistics we 
are also analysing the dif¬ 
ferent types of credit es¬ 
tablishments irr regards to 
consumer over-debtedness," 
said Ms. Young. 

“After all, the debt problem 


the debt crisis is a two- 
way street We are just as 
much concerned with any evi¬ 
dence of questionable credit- 
granting practices as we are 
with the plight of the over- 
committed consumer. 

“But behind all the statis¬ 
tics are people,” she added, 
“people who need help. Thus 
far the credit industry has 
been very co-operative help¬ 
ing us solve people’s immedi¬ 
ate problems*. 

“Ultimately, though, the 
problem won’t be solved until 
we all learn to better manage 
our finances. And we can best 
start at a very early age in 
the home and in the schools. 

“From the credit industry 
we must also look for a com¬ 
parable responsibility in cre¬ 
dit-granting practices.” she 
said. y.

“one of the most difficult de¬ 
cisions I have ever made. I’ve 
been divided between two 
loyalties. Policing has been 
extremely good to me and I’ll 
miss the men. I’ve been a 
part of making the Saanich 
force one of the best around. 

“But I feel I can make a 
much greater contribution 
here at Camosun. What you 
can do through education is 
amazing. What w’e are dong 
is suited for everyone in the 
entire justice system, whether 
police, courts or corrections.” 

Peterson said the Saanich 
force has hired two people 
trained in Post’s program — 
"we look upon Camosun Col¬ 
lege as being a tremendous 
resource . . . they have filled 
the~bill very well.” 

The chief noted the B.C. 
government has a college at 
Vancouver to train B.C. mu¬ 
nicipal policemen but “we are 
still looking for recruits with 
better titan a high school 
graduation.” 

Post’s resignation was sub¬ 
mitted Monday, one day be¬ 
fore Saanich police detective 
division head inspector 
Charles Trueit left on a two- 
year loan to the provincial 
government's n e w Joint 
Forces Operation for Greater 
Victoria police investigations. 


Unsuspecting Victoria resi¬ 
dent^ continue to live in po¬ 
tential firetraps without know¬ 
ing it. 

The latest attempt by Aid. 
Sam Bawlf to name the 
owners of buildings consid¬ 
ered unsafe was blocked 
Thursday by four of his fellow 
councillors during a meeting 
of the city’s fire prevention 
committee. 

Bawlf told the committee 
that the fire chief's orders for 
upgrading fire prevention 
measures in hotels and resi¬ 
dential buildings should be 
publicly posted at building en¬ 
trances. 

Aldermen Malcolm Ander¬ 
son, chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, Robert Ellis, Clyde Sav¬ 
age and Mayor Peter Pollen 
voted against the proposal. 

Bawlf said occupants of un¬ 
safe buildings should be made 
aw’are of the fire chief’s 
orders that their buildings are 
to be brought up to reason¬ 
able safety standards. 

But Anderson said he was 
against any posting of the 
orders. 

“They could be pho¬ 
tographed and plastered over 
the front pages of the news¬ 
papers." he said. 

Fire Chief Eric Simmons 
told committee members he 
was ggainst publicizing the 
orders because .it would jeop¬ 
ardize co-ojeration between 
his department and building 
owners. 

lie said his staff had, so far. 
investigated four buildings 
and four orders had been 
issued for substantial upgrad¬ 
ing. 

The orders are issued nutlets 
powers given to fire chiefs in 
recent amendments to the 
provincial Fire Marshal’s Art. 

The chief is giving top pri¬ 
ority to buildings examined by 
him-more' than two years ago. 
The list contains the city’s 26 
worst buildings in terms or 
fire safety. 

To date, city council has re¬ 
fused to make the list public.

Provincial Secretary Ernest 
Hall has approved a grant of 
$5,000 for the association’s 
task force on sexism in social 
work, and there have been 17 
other projects financed with a 
combined expenditure of 
more than $138,000. 

Projects—launched in con¬ 
nection with International 
Women’s Year — aren’t ap¬ 
proved until studied and rec¬ 
ommended by Gene Erring- 
ton, provincial program co-or¬ 
dinator. 

The whole idea behind the 
program, according to Hall, is 
to improve the status of 
women on a lasting basis. 

A former social worker, Ms. 
Errington became convinced 
of the need for a hard look at 
sexism in social services after 
a series of meetings with the 
B.C. Association of Social 
Worker's task force, and ex¬ 
amination of written material, 
as weH as her own personal 
experiences. 

Also concerned with the 
problem is Marjorie Martin, 
executive director of the B.C.

“It seems the hard policy 
jobs are left .mostly to men,” 
she says. 

According to Ms. Martin, 
the preliminary study also 
showed a diiscreismcy in 

wages paiid to' men and 
women. 

“We found men with the 
same education, experience 
and job titles were receiving 
a bit more in salary.” she 
says. 

But the attitude of women 
themselves has not helped the 
problem. 

“These women appear to be

vice tield and seem to see 
themselves in supporting 
roles," Martin says. “The 
men are career-goal oriented 
— the women service-goal 
oriented." 

One aim of the task force — 
and a hope of Ms. Errington 
and the governm^nt — is to 
find the real reasons for dif¬ 
ferences in salary, hiring pro¬ 
cedures and promotional op¬ 
portunities, and touch of the 
necessary internal education 
process. 

And there are other an¬ 
swers* to be found for the 
women in need of assistance. 

They make up 66 to 70 per 
cent of the welfare roll, but 
are given far less chance than 
men to upgrade their employ¬ 
ment skills. Ms. Martin feels 
this is because of the old be¬ 
lief that men, not women, are 
the breadwinners. 

What too often happens, she 
says, is that the unskilled 
woman of 45 who has spent 
her life raising children alone 
and is on welfare, has no real 
chance for training, and as a 
result has been ‘‘sort of writ¬ 
ten off.” 


Although policy has im¬ 
proved a great deal, there is 
still a considerable discrepan¬ 
cy in the treatment of women 
on welfare. 

Women, for instance, are 
still being hit with the unfair 
onus of proof. 

Under old regulations, a 
woman had to sue her hus¬ 
band for maintenance before 
she was eligible for welfare. 

That has been changed in 
policy directives, but not ev¬ 
eryone seems to know. 

For example, one woman 
phoned three welfare offices 
and said she needed welfare 
but was afraid to take court 
action against her husband 
because he was a “brute” and 
she was afraid of him. 

At the first office she was 
told she didn’t have to go to 
court. 

A tthe second office she was 
told she did. 

At the third office the word 
was “it all depends on cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

As Ms. Martin says: “We 
have to do a great deal of 
work.”

The popularity of the Sun¬ 
day brunch circuit seems to 
have no season. In the winter 
it’s a cozy w-ay to pass a lei¬ 
surely few hours with friends 
around a cozy fire. With 
warmer days, it may move 
out onto the patio or deck, but 
the casual flavor of the occa- * 
sion remains the same. 

A really basic menu might 
include bloody marys, scram¬ 
bled eggs, bacon or sausage, 
hash brown potatoes and hot 
biscuits or muffins. 

The recipes given here take 
you a bit further, but ease of 
preparation is considered in 
all of the menus. 

If bloody marys or screw¬ 
drivers are tried and true, but 
trite, here is one of the great 
prebrunch drinks. It is smooth 
but can be devastating, so 
serve in big glasses over 
crushed or small cubes of ice. 

Gin fizzes are made by 
combining a tablespoon of 
sugar syrup with the juice of 
a medium-size lemon or lime, 
a jigger and a half of gin and 
beaten egg white. Shake this 
up well with a half-cup 
crushed ice and strain into a 
glass. Fill with soda water 
and a bit of ice. This makes 
one serving, but you may, of 
course, make a shakerful of 
the gin mixture, portion into 
glasses, and add the soda 
water and ice at the last min¬ 
ute, giving it a good stir or 
two. 

MIXED GRILL 

1 lb. lamb or pork kidneys 
(veal kidneys may be substi¬ 
tuted but they are more ex¬ 
pensive)

I As a less expensive substi¬ 
tute, you may use a rolled 
boneless ham or a daisy—or 
shoulder-type ham.) Secure 
meat on a spit and follow 
maufacturer’s instructions for 
using rotisserie. 

Generally, grill over medi¬ 
um coals for about one and 
one-half hours or until meat is 
heated throughout and 
reaches an internal tempera¬ 
ture of 140 degrees. This in¬ 
ternal temperature is for fully 
cooked pork. 

Check label on pork prod¬ 
ucts todetermine if they are 
fully cooked. Usually the 
pieces of meat indicated for 
I this recipe are fully cooked 
and only have to be grilled 
until heated throughout. 

Remove meat from spit and 
serve with mixed grill. Serves 
six. 

GRILLED COFFEE CAKE 

Select a ready-made coffee 
cake or bake one from your 


own favorite recipe. If de¬ 
sired, slice coffee cake and 
butter between slices. Then 
wrap loosely in a double 
thickness of heavy-duty foil. 

Place on one side of the 
grill about five to seven 
inches over medium coals. 
Rotate frequently to heat 
throughout. 

Depending on size of coffee 
cake, this will take 12 to 20 
minutes. Remove foil and 
serve. 

PATIO PERK-UP 

3 cups cocktail vegetable 
juice, chilled 

1 tbsp. lime juace 

2 tsps. finely chopped green

One-fourth tsp. chervil

Trips usually are on 
vacations. 

Some names of the singers, 
amateurs almost all, reflect 
their international back¬ 
grounds.

York’s East River. Lanvin- 
Charles of the Ritz asked 
them to sing for fashion edi¬ 
tors from around the country 
gathered for their semi-annual 
“press week” to. see new 
ready-to-wear, collections, new 
cosmetics and the like. 

Some 35 singers, represent¬ 
ing about 25 nations, and 
dressed in native costumes as 
always, sang music from a 
dozen lands. Which is what 
the group is all about, said 
Miss Akester — international 
understanding and goodwill 
through folk songs. 

Learning the tunes in other 
tongues in itself is an ac¬ 
complishment, although the 
UN has six official languages 
— Arabic, Chinese, English, 
French, Russian and Spanish. 

Their repertory includes 
music in 30 languages, from 
Afghan to Welsh. 

“If we add a new number,” 
said Miss Akester, “We get 
someone familiar with the 
language to put it into inter¬ 
national phonetics which we 
all read.” 

The singers began around 
1947 as an informal group 
gathering for their own en¬ 
joyment, Miss Akester said. 
The group now is formalized 
with a constitution, a small 
a n n li a 1 dues for each 
member, and a regular direc¬ 
tor, the Rev. Clifford Johnson, 


a musician and pastor of a 
church which meets at the 
Church Centre for the United 
Nations across the street from 
the UN- 

The group also has a book¬ 
ing. agent and honorariums 
and fees help pay travel ex¬ 
penses. Members supply their 
own music and costumes. 


They've performed over 
most of the eastern United 
States, have been broadcast 
and televised worldwide, and 
have made two big tours — 
one to Scandinavia, the other 
to Tokyo and Osaka, Japan. 
The latter tour was spon¬ 
sored by the government tele¬ 
vision and radio network 


which meant more millions in 
their audience in the orient. 

Whatever, music is the ob¬ 
jective, Miss Akester said. 
From time to time, there 
have been both Arab and 
Israeli singers in the group. 
“But we have no political 
problems,”, she s said. “Abso¬ 
lutely not.”

Rabin’s first concern 
is security of Israel 


Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said Thursday Israel 
would take risks in negotiat¬ 
ing a Middle East peace with 
the Arab countries but not to 
a degree that would jeopard¬ 
ize its national security. 

High-ranking military of¬ 
ficers at the same time 
warned that Israeli Sinai de¬ 
fences against Egypt would 
break down If Israel is forced 
to surrender all of the Mitla 
and Gidi passes as Cairo de¬ 
mands. 

In a speech to concentration 
camp survivors in Jerusalem, 
Rabin warned that Israel 
would resist pressure from 
"our friends”— he did not 
name the U.S. — to make 
what Israel felt was unrea¬ 
sonable concessions to Egypt. 

"We say to our friends don’t 
expect us to squander away 
our vital security interests as 
we were compelled to do in 
the past," Rabin said. 

"Israel is striving for peace 
and is ready to take risks for

peace," the prime minister 
said. But he later warned, 
"there can be no substitute 
for our own security guaran¬ 
teed by our own self defence, 
for we know from very long 
experience that no one will 
fight our battles for us." 

His comments came at an 
assembly marking the 30th 
anniversary of the liberation 
of the Bergen-Belscn concen¬ 
tration camp. 

The Survivors’ Association 
awarded Arthur Goldberg, 
former U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations, a "libera¬ 
tion medal." 

At the Sinai front, mean¬ 
while, high-ranking Israeli 
military officers warned that 
Israel must at a minimum re¬ 
tain the eastern approaches of 
the controversial Gidi and 
Mitla passes. 

The warning, given in brief¬ 
ing to 50 newsmen touring 
the Sinai front, was seen as a 
signal that Israel would resist 
reported American pressure, 
including a possible cut in 
military aid, to surrender the 
passes as a part of a new in¬ 
terim peace settlement with 
Egypt. 

Col. Simcha Maoz, an of¬ 


ficer attached to Israel’s Gen¬ 
eral Staff planning division, 
told UPI correspondent Jack 
Payton that Israel needs, "at 
least five kilometers (three 
miles) into the entrances (of 
the passes) — this is the mini¬ 
mum." 

In Lebanon,™ Palestinian 
Guerrila eaer Yaslsar Ara¬ 
fat accused Israel of planning 
an attack on Syria and said 
Palestinian forces are raising 
the tempo of their raids into 
f§rael and will launch even 
more attacks in the future. 

He also said he believed an¬ 
other Arab-I$raeli war is im¬ 
minent.

DUNCAN—Barring a strike 
in the next month and a half, 

' tne unemployment rate here 
will probably top the 30 per 
cent mark due to announced 
forestry layoffs. 

John McCulloch, manager 
of Canada Manpower in Dun¬ 
can. told the Colonist Thurs¬ 
day that 3.000 employees re¬ 
presenting 20 percent of the 
work force in the Duncan 
area will be out of work as a 
direct resull of announced 
mill and logging division tem¬ 
porary plosures. 

The unemployment rate in 
the Duncan area, which hds a 
total work force of around 
15,000, is now about 10 per 
cent. 2 per cent above the 
provincial average. 

Over the past two months, 
spokesmen for the major 
manufacturers of pulp, paper 
and lumber products have 
stated that their mills in this 
area would be closing down in 
lafe July and early August for 
a minimum of two weeks due 
1 o the sagging lumber mar- 
kel. 

Many of the forestry com¬ 
panies have been non-commi- 
tal on a definite re-opening 
date and the Manpower of¬ 
ficial in Duncan says he feels 
this relates to wage negotia¬ 
tions going on between in¬ 
dustry and the unions. 

“I feel management is 
afraid the unions would look 
upon layoffs for a longer du¬ 
ration as a fear tactic. I think 
they are trying to avoid this if 
they can.” McCulloch said. 

Duncan Merchants Associa¬ 
tion president, Dmyr'Barker. 
said a number of merchants 
in 1 his area have expressed 
concern over the prospects. 

“Undoubtedly we are going 


to be affected this summer, if 
not by the layoffs probably by 
strikes^” he said. Barker said 
he has already noticed a sig¬ 
nificant change in the attitude 
of the shopping public.

Salmon catch forecast: 
Less than last 2 years 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Preliminary in¬ 
dications are that this year’s B.C. salmon 
harvest will be average but less than that of 
the last two years. 

Fred Young, manager of the Pacific 
Trailers’ Association, said association 
members’ early catches did not meet expec¬ 
tations. 

However, Young said experienced fisher¬ 
men are not worried about the situation and 
expect a normal year. He said the exceptional 
Adame River run last yaer end the peak year 
of 1973 may make this year’s catch appear 
poor. | 

The federal fisheries department has pre¬ 
dicted above-average return of sockeye salm¬ 
on for the Nass and Skeena River areas on 
the north coast with a poor return for 
River Inlet on the central coast and a return 


of about 5.’5 million sockeye in the southern 
Johnstone Straits-Fraser River areas. These 
four regions represent the major sockeye 
catch zones along the B.C. coast. 

The run in the Johnstone Straits River 
area last year was about 8.7 million, of which 
about five million were caught. 

In other areas, good to better-than- 
average sockeye returns are predicted for the 
Bella Bella, Bella Coola and Barkley Sound 
areas with poor returns expected in the 
GrenviHe-Prmoiple, Bute dale, Smith Inlet 
and Clayoquot Sound areas. 

Expectations are based on recorded 
. spawning escapements in cycle years, the es¬ 
timated number of fish 'that escaped hooks 
and nets and returned to spawn, water flows, 
winter conditions and observations of fry sur¬ 
vival in the spring following the brood years. 
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Law firm wins point 
on witness questioning 


A Victoria law firm which . 
went to B.C. Supreme Court 
over the issue of a defence 
lawyer's right to cross-ex¬ 
amine a prosecution witness 
has won its point, a spokes¬ 
man for the firm said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Lawyer Clifford Watt said 
B.C. Supreme Court Justice 
Victor Dryer has quashed a 
provincial court judge’s order 
that a higher-court trial be 
held in the complex matter. 

The upshot is that the case 
is back to where it was before 
the order, was made and will 
be returned to provincial 
court for a new hearing date, 
unless the prosecution decides 
to drop the issue. 

Watt and a senior member 
of the firm, Dermod Owen- 
Flood, appeared at various 
stages of the case for former 
Victoria resident Gary Ernest 
Willis after a six-count Com¬ 
bi n e s Investigation Act 
charge was read last year in 
Victoria Provincial Court. 

Four of the counts named 
Golden Products Canada Ltd. 
and another man while the 
last tw-o counts named the 
same company and Willis.

The two counts charged “mis¬ 
leading” statements were 
made in two Victoria news¬ 
paper advertisements in Jan¬ 
uary 1972, seeking an execu¬ 
tive. 

Last March 5, Judge Harold 
Alder concluded a prelimi¬

WINNIPEG (CP) — About 
1,500 New Democrats, armed 
with buttons, posters and pla¬ 
cards that will help them se¬ 
lect a successor to party lead¬ 
er David Lewis, begin 
swarming into the Manitoba 
capital Thursday. 

Despite 413 resolutions, 
seeking party policy cn every¬ 
thing from prostitution to 
pipelines, it was the leader 
ship race that clearly domi¬ 
nated events on the eve of the 
four-day biennial convention. 
As delegates poured out of 
planes, buses and trains, they 
were met by candidate sup¬ 
porters handing out pam¬ 
phlets, buttons ami brochures.

“Nystrom — Decisive Leader¬ 
ship” were being plastered on 
matched luggage, duffle bags, 
exquisite dresses and sloppy 
jeans. 

And in the new Winnipeg 
convention centre, the can¬ 
didates fighting for the 
party's highest office were 
welcoming delegates with the 
enthusiasm of tourist promot¬ 
ers. 

“Hi, great to see you,” said 
Ed Broadbent, the 39-year-old 
parliamentary leader of the 
party, and regarded as the fa¬ 
vorite, as he welcomed a dele¬ 
gate. 

“Look who’s here!” said 
Lome Nystrom, the 29-year- 
old MP from Yorkton-Mel- 
viUe, as he guided his wife, 
Gayle, to meet a French- 
speaking delegate who had 
earlier pledged his support. ; 

"I think it will be a tight 
two-way race,” said the Sas¬ 
katchewan MP. “We’ll carry 
a majority of the delegates in 
the West and we’re making 
good progress in Ontario.” 

Another contender expected

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Alberta ‘can t guarantee ’ oil for B.C. beyond ’82 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Wayne 
Minion, chairman of the Alberta 
Petroleum Marketing Commission, said 
Thursday that Alberta cannot guaran¬ 
tee a supply of crude oil for British 
Columbia refineries beyond 1981 or 
1982. 

Minion said Alberta crude oil pro¬ 
duction will not be high enough by 


then to supply Canadian demands, 
and lie said the province will follow 
an “Alberta first” policy. 

“The fringe areas — Montreal, 
southern Ontario and Vancouver—will 
have to import foreign crude first,” 
he said. 

Premier Barrett has said he is 
confident oil can be brought in from 


Alberta for RC.’s planned oil refinery. 

“One thing is certain, we cannot 
supply the new B.C. refinery for the 
life of the operation,” said Minion. 
“At some point they will have to 
import foreign oil.” 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald 
had no comment on Minion’s state¬ 
ment. 


Minion said, however, that Alberta 
crude oil may well be able to meet 
demand of the B.C. refineries until 
1985, but no guarantees could be made. 

Sidney Akers, refinery co-ordinator 
for the B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
said he expects the new refinery will 
get its supply of crude from Alberta 


for the first two or three years of 
operation, and then expects to import 
foreign crude. 

A recent report of the Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board of Alberta 
predicted Alberta’s crude oil produc¬ 
tion will decline by 50 per cent in 10 
years.

The 29,000 cokstal IWA 
members have voted 82.3 per 
cent in favor of a strike; the 
CPU’s 7.000 members voted 77 
per cent in favor of strike ac¬ 
tion and the PPWC said its 
5.500 members approved by 78 
per cent. 

The southern interior sec¬ 
tion of the IWA, conducting 
separate negotiations with the 
interior I^abor Relations As¬ 
sociation began holding a 
strike vote earlier this week 
with results expected today. 
BUI Schumacher, spokesman 
for the IWA's southern inter-* 
ior sector, said preliminary 
indications were that the vote 
would be 90 percent in favor 
of a strike. 

The official term of Charles 
Stewart, mediation officer in 
the southern interior negotia¬ 
tions, ended Wednesday night.

B.C. will likely follow the 
lead of Ontario and delay fur¬ 
ther price increases in the 
cost of gasoline and heating 
oil until beyond mid-August, 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

And he also said it is unlike¬ 
ly that the wholesale in¬ 
creases, when they come, will 
be as much as five cents a 
gallon, as annouced in the 
June federal budget. 

Macdonald said the B.C. 
Energy Commission will de¬ 
cide how much of the 23 per 
cent increase in crude oil 
prices should be passed on to 
consumers this summer, and 
is also reviewing the timing of 
any Increase. 

The federal government 
earlier asked oil companies to 
wait 45 days (until mid- 
August) before raising prices 
at the pumps. This 45-day 
moratorium was to ensure 
that firms use up oil flocks 
bought at the old prices. 

But Macdonald staid the en¬ 
ergy commission will likely 
extend the moratorium in 
B.C. because it looked as if 
some of the "old” crude 
would still be around In mid- 
August. 

He said the commission is 
analysing the increase to en¬ 
sure that B.C. consumers 
"pay as little more as is abso¬ 
lutely necessary.”' 

The price of a barrel of 
crude rose to $8 from $6.50 
Tuesday. 

Macdonald told the Colo¬ 
nist: “It’s most unlikely that 
it (the increase per gallon 
wholesale) will be over five 
cents. It could well be under 
five.” 

Gasoline prices were boost¬ 
ed by 10 cents a gallon imme-o 
diately following the June 
budget due to a special feder¬ 
al tax. 

Wltolesale prices of gasoline 
and home heating oil were ex¬ 


pected to go up an additional 
five cents a gallon in mid- 
August. 

This wholesale price in¬ 
crease of five cents would 
probably mean motorists 
would face a six- or even se- 
ven-cent-a-gallon increase at 
the retail level. 

Meanwhile, Premier Wil¬ 
liam Davis has slapped a 
90-day price freeze on gaso¬ 


line and home-heating oil in 
Ontario. 

The freeze began at Thurs¬ 
day midnight and is designed 
to ensure there is "no double- 
ticketing by oil companies, 
that consumers in Ontario will 
not have to pay the five cents 
a gallon for gasoline or heat¬ 
ing oil that will result from

‘Inhuman’ solitary cells 
to stay empty at Oakalla 


Solitary confinement cells 
at Oakalla provincial prison 
will be a thing of the past 
within the next two weeks. At¬ 
torney - General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

Describing the practice of 
totally isolating unruly prison¬ 
ers as "inhuman,” Macdonald 
said he had instructed the jail 
staff to expedite the elimina¬ 


tion of the cells end the prac¬ 
tice. 

"The practice of isolation 
(solitary confinement) is ab¬ 
solutely inhuman,” he said. 
"If a prisoner is acting up 
and breaking the rules he can 
be placed elsewhere in the in¬ 
stitution. in a higher security 
area. But the old isolation 
cells have to go and they will 


be gone within the next two 
weeks." 

Macdonald said he had no 
control over what happened in 
the B.C. Penitentiary-, a feder¬ 
al institution, but said he 
hoped “they will follow our 
example” to end the practice 
of solitary confinement.

OTTAWA (CP) - Justice 
Minister Otto Lang said 
Thursday he would propose 
legislation to prevent appeal 
courts from reversing jury de¬ 
cisions, as happened in the 
case of abortionist Henry 
Morgen thaler. 

It will be part of a package 
of proposed amendments to 
the Criminal Code, to be in- 
troduced in Parliament 
"soon.” 

Lang said he knew' there 
was "considerable concern” 
about the issue. The concern 
was not entirely warranted, 
he said, but nonetheless it 
seemed best to remove the 
s?btion from criminal law-. 

The issue came to a head 
after the Supreme Court of 
Canada upheld an 18-month 
sentence imposed on Morgen- 
taler after the Quebec Court 
of Appeal overturned his jury 
acquittal on the original 
charge of performing an ille¬ 
gal abortion. ' 

The Quebec appeal court 
said the defence used at the 
trial was incorrect and this 
was supported by the high 
court on grounds the law had 
been misinterpreted original¬ 
ly- 

The Opposition has claimed 
repeatedly in. the Commons 
that the Supreme Court ruling 
jeopardized the jury system. 
The Ontario Criminal Law¬ 
yers’ Association adopted a 
similar stand saying the high 
court had destroyed a fun¬ 
damental principle of democ¬ 
racy. 

Last week, former prime 
minister John Diefenbaker in¬ 
troduced a private member s 
bHl to limit appeal courts to 
ordering a new trial if they 
disagreed with a jury verdict. 

Lang said in the Commons 
that the Opposition critics had 
used the issue as a "red 
herring” and mounted a cam¬ 
paign to have the criminal 
law- changed.

"A careful reading of the 
Supreme Court judgment 
made it clear that tliere was 
almost no likelihood of jury 
verdicts of not guilty being 
reversed . . . but there was 
this concern, this mounting 
campaign about this matter. 

"Since I considered this sec¬ 
tion a relatively unimportant 
one in the sense it would 
almost never be used, the 
simplest way to end the con¬ 
cern and end the campaign 
was to remove the possibility 
of a verdict of guilty in place 
of a verdict of not guilty 

Lang refused to say 
whether Diefenbaker’s bill 
had influenced him to propose 
the amendment. He said only 
that Diefenbaker "had joined 
in this nonsense.” 


B.C. asks 50-50 
police cost split 


Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has asked Ottaw-a to 
pay 50 per cent of all police 
costs in B.C. including half of 
municipal police costs. 

"The federal contribution 
towards social welfare is 50 
per cent, and police services 
which are on the front line in 
the community seven days a 
week, are really the first line 
of social services," he said. 
"We think the sharing should 
be 50-50 there, too." 

Macdonald said he had al¬ 
ready fonvarded the request 
to Ottawa and was now await¬ 
ing for it to go before the fed¬ 


eral^ cabinet and a decision 
made, 

"We have made our propos¬ 
als and we are very insistent 
that we must retain a good 
federal presence so that we 
have enough police officers in 
our communities,” he said. 
"At the same time, we want 
to retain our objectives so 
that local communities ran 
choose for themselves 
whether they w-ant the RCMP 
or whether they want a mu¬ 
nicipal force. That freedom % of 
choice must remain at the 
local level. 

"And, whether it’s the city 
of Victoria or an RCMP area, 
w-hy not 50-50?” 
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Youth’s mangled arm reattached 


The right arm of an 18-year- 
old Saanich youth, partly se¬ 
vered in a Victoria industrial 
accident Thursday morning, 
was reattached after lengthy 
surgery in Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and doctors said the 
youth was in fairly good con¬ 
dition. 

The severe injury to George 
Safar, 3231 Maple, occurred 
shortly before 9 a.m. at a Vic¬ 
toria lumber mill and he was 
reported out of surgery and in 
the recovery room by 3 p.m. 


A police report quoted doc¬ 
tors as saying "a few days" 
would be needed before they 
could determine the chances 
of complete recovery. 

Police did not know how 
close the conveyor-belt ac¬ 
cident came to severing the 
arm completely. But their re¬ 
port said the arm was "man¬ 
gled” as well as partly tom 
off while adding the doctors 
repaired the main artery and 
grafted a vein in reattaching 
it. 


The police report said Safar 
was a student with a summer 
job at Smith Cedar Products, 
651 Harbour, and other 
sources said he was leaving 
soon to enter Royal Roads. 

The report said Safar was 
doing clean-up work at the 
base end of a conveyor belt 
which takes waste from a 
shake mill to a chipper mill. 
It said his hard hat apparent¬ 
ly fell into the conveyor sys¬ 
tem when he w-as in a hole at 
the base of the belt. 


The hole was described as 
four feet by four feet and 30 
inches deep. The police report 
said the hat jammed and 
stopi>ed the belt. 

Workman Oscar Venhecke, 
53, of 525 Sumas, checked 
down the belt, looking down 
toward the base. The report 
said hift "vision was obstruct¬ 
ed due ta construction of the 
conveyor in a manner that he 
could not see anyone in the 
hole at the base ... believing 


the belt to be clear,*he res¬ 
tarted the conveyor.” 

At this time, the report 
said, Safar w f as reaching 
down to retrieve the hard hat. 
His right arm became 
“caught and entangled” in a 
roller of the belt. 

Nearby workmen Gary 
Morgan, 31, of 869 Darwin, 
and Norm Wolski, 53, of 4101 
Douglas, went to Safaris aid 
along with a first-aid man.

No club in Canadian sport needs a winning season more 
than the B.C. Lions. Another failure wouldn’t mean that the 
club would cease to exist, but it would almost certainly be the 
end for general-manager Jackie Parker and coach Eagle 
Keys. And. perhaps, community ownership. Football interest 
in Vancouver hasn't been as low since the Lions came into 
being in 1954, and the only thing that can revive it is a win¬ 
ning club. Unless the Lions «how from the start they can win 
in what promises to be a better-balanced Western Football 
Conference, they may play to fewer fans than Saskatchewan 
Roughriders this season and finally wind up as the property 
ot Herb Qipozzi. 

The Lions create both hope and fear as they head into 
game action (this was in tyjje before last night’s game 
against Ottawa). The Vancouver press, stung often in the 
past and understandably grown cautious, doesn’t sound at all 
hopeful. But things are not nearly as bad as the opinion of the 
fellow who said they start the season no better off than they 
were when Keys started working on the five-year contract 
which expires this year. It could turn out that the Lions won’t 
win any more games this year than they did in their first 
season under Keys, but the talent he has now. particularly its 
Canadian content, is considerably better than it was then. It 
could even still prove good enough to manage the Grey Cup 
game that could have happened Iasi year with a bit less bad 
luck. 

What the Lions have to do fb make that a reasonable as¬ 
piration is to at least reasonably compensate for the loss of 
running-back Monroe Eley, who gained more than 1100 yards 
while still reaching for his potential. Fullback Johnny Musso. * 
who saw little action because of injuries, defence-tackle Gar¬ 
rett Hunsperger and offence-lineman Mike LaHood and 
Lanny Boleski are also gone from the 1974 roster, but the real 
problem is the missing Eley. Hunsperger was perhaps the 
best tackle in the WFC last season but the Lions might well 
do better without him, and replacing the others is a reason¬ 
able expectation. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Liohs have a solid holdover nucleus augmented by 
some promising rookies and the return of the versatile Ross 
Clarkson and Rocky Long. But most of all., for the first time 
since Joe Kapp left them, they start a season feeling comfort¬ 
able at quarterback. They wxxuldn’t trade Don Moorhead for 
any quarterback in the CFL (Ron Lancaster is too near the 
end of his career), and they have veteran Pete Liske, who 
looked good in training camp, standing by. It’s been said thal 
the financially-pressed Lions can’t afford his salary, but 
Liske is a reassuring presence as Moorhead tests rhe success 
of his knee operation in preseason play 

There should be few worries about the defence team. 
While' Keys has quite a number of decisions to make, they 
are options which game action will sort out. 

His starting defence against Ottawa had Canadian Bill 
Baker and impori Elton Brown at end. Canadian Gary Robirt- 
son and import Don Wunderly at tackle, impon Ray Netties 
and Canadians Peter Palmer and Dan Dever as linebackers, 
and imports Grady Cavness, Joe Fourqurean and Long in the 
backfield with Canadians Barry Ardern and Bob Hornes. 

But that’s only for starters. A rookie import named 
Luther Howard has looked so good that Keys is wandering 
about using four import defence backs and going with only 
one import at the Jinebaeking position, which has good Cana¬ 
dian depth with the promising Lome Watters behind Dever 
and Palmer. But none of the Canadians is adept enough to 
take over in the middle, and that would be gambling that 
Nettles will have an injury-free season. The thought that he 
might not improves the chances of import Dan McDonough, 
who played the middle for Edmonton Eskimos in the 1974 
Grey Cup game. To complicate matters further. Minnesota- 
rcokie Ollie Bakken has looked so good that he may have to 
be kept. 

Nor does it end there for Keys. IS Robert Pulliam, a '245- 
pounder from Tennessee, proves he can handle a tackle spot. 
Wunderly could be shifted to end to lree the versatile Brown 
to shift to guard. 

★ ★ ★ 

That would shake up the offence line, where the Lions 
can use four imports this year because there will be only two 
import running backs. If Brown moves, to .join Curtis Wester 
at the guard position, the tackles will be holdover Layne 
McDowell and Jim Schneitz, a 245-pound rookie import from 
Missouri who appears to have won a .job. However, Jim Per¬ 
son. a 240-pound rookie from Montana Tech is in the fight for 
a job as guard, and if he looks better at that position than 
Pulliam looks at defence-tackle, then Brmvn will stay on 
defence. But then the situation will change if, as is probable, 
rhe Lions bring in more new talent or make a trade. 

The rest of it. with the exception of who will eventually 
replace the missing Eley. seems set. Lou Harris will be at 
fullback and Lion quarterbacks will have some exceptional 
Canadian talent as targets. Jim Young, Tony Moro and Terry 
Bailey will shift around in manning the tight-end and slotback 
positions. Brock Aynsley will be at flanker with Clarkson as 
backup, and Slade Willis is down as the starting split-end. 
The Lions are so well off as regards Canadian receivers that 
there is no room for rookies Mark McDonald and Randy 
Ragon, both said to be good enough to start on most clubs. 
Hopefully, they can bring something in a trade. 

The Lions certainly aren’t in any untenable position. 
They need to find a good running back and import lineman, 
and need a Canadian lineman for bench strength, but that’s 
no more than par for clubs in a league which limits rosters to 
15 imports and 17 Canadian players. Given reasonable suc¬ 
cess in plugging their holes and. for a change, a season free 
of injury to key players, they could go' all the way. On the 
other hand, if things don’t go right for them they could go all 
the way in the other direction. I’m hopeful, but do .join me in 
prayer.

I think 
they are trying to avoid this if 
they can,” McCulloch said. 

He said he also suspects 
there will be layoffs in other 
industries depending on how 
much they rely on the lumber 
operations and pulp mills for 
their services. 

Duncan Merchants Associa¬ 
tion president, Doug Barker, 
sakl a number of merchants 
in this area have expressed 
concern over the prospects. 

“Undoubtedly we are going 
to be affected this summer, if 
not by the layoffs probably by 
strikes,” he said. Barker said 
he has already noticed a sig¬ 
nificant change in the attitude 
of the shopping public, 

"The careless shopping 
habits of last year have been 
replaced by a willingness to 
shop around for the best pos¬ 
sible deal,” Barkep^aid.

Mariners Village 
talks are delayed 


NORTH COWICHAN - Dis¬ 
cussion on the proposed Marii 
ners Village development in 
Crofton, which is dependent 
on expansion of the local 
sewer system, will be delayed 
until the Pollution Control 
Board comes out with its new 
regulation. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith said Thursday he 
has been advised that it would 
be a w aste of $20,000 if the 
municipality proceeded with a 
sewer expansion without 
knowing what the c<3htrol 
board’s new regulations are 
going to be. 

Three months ago. the de¬ 
velopers of the Mariners Vil¬ 
lage project, which includes 
262 housing units, a 10-acre 
marina, shopping centre and 
hotel agreed to adjourn talks 
on a land-use contract until 
municipal engineers could 
conduct studies and gather 
more technical information. 

Critics of the project pro¬ 
posed by Bullock, Guelpha 
and Associates of Victoria 
have said it will increase 
Crofton’s population of 1,200 
by 50 per cent and strain the 
sewer and water systems.* 

The developers have admit¬ 
ted it would probably use up 
the remaining sapacitv in the 
sewer system, but have said 
this w-ill be solved once the 


municipality installs a new 
treatment plant. 

They have also written the 
municipality to see what can 
be done to include Mariners 
Village in the Crofton water 
system but have not received 
a reply. 

Charles Bullock, one of the 
principals in Bullock. Guelpha 
and Associates Limited, said 
Thursday that the holdups in 


the land-use contract has 
made it necessary to apply 
for a nine-lot subdivision on 
one acre of the 23-acre prop¬ 
erty. 

“My client is paying taxes 
and finance charges. You 
can’t expect him to sit there 
and look happy for years 
while approval is held up.” 
Bullock said.

Sanford ponders alteniatives 


Not in public interest 


‘Further E and N grants not justified’ 


COURTENAY — Further 
grants of taxpayers’ money to 
a company which has been 
heavily subsidized for a centu¬ 
ry, and which has repeatedly 
shown grqat reluctance to 
continue its E and N Railway 
passenger service, is not in 
the public interest, Comox 
MLA Karen'Sanford says. 

She made the statement 
after the CPR abandoned its 
freight and passenger service 
between Parksville and Cour¬ 
tenay. 

The company announced 
two weeks ago it was aban¬ 
doning the service Tuesday 
because two bridgA^v- at 


Tsable River and French 
Creek — are in need of repair 
and “could not be guaranteed 
after July 1.” 

Cost of replacing the tres¬ 
tles is estimated at $1.7 mil¬ 
lion. 

Ms. Sartford said cancella¬ 
tion of service on the 44-mile 
stretch of line demands that 
“we all ponder the alterna¬ 
tives.” 

The first alternative, she 
said, would be to permit the 
service to cease because, if 
short-term economics alone 
are considered, abandonment 
of money-losing operation 
might make sense. 

Whether the company is 


further subsidized with public 
funds, or wliether the provin¬ 
cial government acquires the 
entire E and N line, public 
revenues will be required, the 
MLA stressed. 

The issue, she said, is 
whether, considering the pro¬ 
liferation of cars, trucks and 
attendant demand for more 
and better highways, it is sen¬ 
sible to lose this mass transit 
facility. 

The second alternative out¬ 
lined by M^.^ Sanford would 
involve the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission insisting 
that the company maintain 
the service. The problem with 
this, she said, is^that federal 


legislation calls for a subsidy 
of up to 80 per coot of any 
operating deficit incurred cn 
a line which the CTC insists 
be kept functioning. 

“I strongly believe that fura¬ 
ther grants of taxpayers’ 
money is not in the public in¬ 
terest,” Ms. Sanford said. 

The third option she out¬ 
lined is the one she'has ad¬ 
vocated in the Legislature 
acquisition of the E and N by 
the provincial government. 

“I would also urge the elim¬ 
ination of other benefits, like 
minerals right, which accom¬ 
panied the original E and N 
land grants.” 

She conjjeded that federal 


involvement in the original 
land grant, chartering and fi¬ 
nancial arrangements will 
jxjse legal hurdles. 

Should the government pro¬ 
ceed with a takeover, the 
question of compensation will 
arise and in her view “the 
CPR has been more than ade¬ 
quately comi»ensated by the 
Canadian public over the 
years.” 

For example, Ms. Sanford 
said, the company received 
from all levels of government 
$106 million and 44 million 
acres (70,000 square miles, or 
six times the area of Van¬ 
couver Island) for construc¬ 
tion alone. 


Federal subsidies to (he 
company are continuing. In 
1972, for example, net railway 
profits before payment of 
fixed charges were $58 mil¬ 
lion. but federal grants 
amounted to $40 million, or 
about 70 per cent of the profit. 

Ms. Sanford said tlfkt in 
1967, the federal subsidy of 
$45 million was actually $5.4 
million more than the net 
profit. 

“For the E and N alone, the 
value of the land and miner¬ 
als, the original subsidy by 
Ottaw’a to the Dunsmuir inter¬ 
ests (which B.C. paid for by * 
surrendering $1.5 million 


acres in the Peace River to 
the federal government) and 
the long-lasting tax exemp¬ 
tions for land and timber, 
meant more millions for the 
company.” Ms. Sanford said. 

She stressed that a govern¬ 
ment — operated E and N 
would have to secure broad 
public support and use to 
keep its deficits at a manage¬ 
able level. 

“All of those who have 
pushed for public transit must 
back up words with action,” 
she said. “We must persis¬ 
tently publicize the advan¬ 
tages of public transit and we 
must be prepared to utilize- 
such a transit system.”

Alberta “can t guarantee 9 oil for B.C. beyond '82 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Wayne 
Minion, chairman of the Alberta 
Petroleum Marketing Commission, said 
Thursday that Alberta cannot guaran¬ 
tee a supply of crude oil for British 
Columbia refineries beyond 1981 or 
1982. 

Minion said Alberta crude oil pro¬ 
duction will not be high enough by 


then to supply Canadian demands, 
and he said the province will follow 
an “Alberta first” policy. 

“The fringe areas — Montreal, 
southern Ontario and Vancouver—will 
have to import foreign crude first,” 
he said. 

Premier Barrett has said he is 
confident oil can be brought in from 


Alberta for B.C.’s planned oil refinery. 

“One thing is certain, we cannot 
supply the new B.C. refinery for the 
life of the operation,” said Minion. 
“Af some point they will have to 
import foreign oil.” 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald 
had no comment on Minion’s state¬ 
ment. 


Minion said, however, that Alberta 
crude oil may well be able to meet 
demand of the B.C. refineries until 
1985, but no guarantees could be made. 

Sidney Akers, refinery co-ordinator 
for the B.C. Petroleum Corporation, 
said he expects the new refinery will 
get its supply of crude from Alberta 


for the first two or three years of 
operation, and then expects to import 
foreign crude. 

A recent report of the Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation Board of Alberta 
predicted Alberta’s crude oil produc¬ 
tion will decline by 50 per cent in 10 
years.

Referring to the strike no¬ 
tice, he said “this includes the 
southern interior, and the 
three unions will be meeting 
in the early part of next week 
to consider what our position 
is at that time.” 

The announcement followed 
a two-hour closed meeting 
here of the liaison committee 
representing the three unions. 

Munro said the forest in¬ 
dustry has "acted in a callous 
manner in conducting recent 
negotiations by offering only a 
cost-of-living increase and 
said the companies were at¬ 
tempting to embarrass the 
NDP government. 

The 29,000 coastal IWA 
members have voted 82.3 per 
cent in favor of a strike; the 
CPU’s 7.000 members voted 77 
per cent in favor of strike ac¬ 
tion and the PPWC said its 
5.300 members approved by 78 
per cent. 

The southern interior sec¬ 
tion of the IWA, conducting 
separate negotiations with the 
Interior I^abor Relations As¬ 
sociation began hoicking a 
strike vote earlier this week 
with results expected today. 
Bill Schumacher, spokesman 
for the IWA’s southern inter¬ 
ior sector, said preliminary 
indications were that the vote 
would be 90 percent in favor 
of a strike.

B.C. will likely follow the 
lead of Ontario and delay fur¬ 
ther price increases in the 
cost of gasoline and heating 
oil until beyond mid-August, 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

And he also said it is unlike¬ 
ly that the wholesale in¬ 
creases. when they come, will 
be as much as five cents a 
gallon, as announced in live 
June federal budget. 

Macdonald said the B.C. 
Energy Commission will de¬ 
cide how much of the 23 per 
cent increase in crude oil 
prices slwuld be passed on to 
consumers this summer, and 
is also reviewing the timing of 
any increase. 

The federal government 
earlier asked oil companies to 
wait 45 days (until mid- 
August) before raising prices 
at the pumps. This 45-day 
moratorium was to ensure 
that firms use up oil stocks 
bought at the old prices. 

But Macdonald said the en¬ 
ergy commission will likely 
extend the moratorium in 
B.C. because it looked as if 
some of the “old” crude 
would still be around in mid- 
August. 

He said the commissfop^i| 
analysing the increase to en¬ 
sure that B.C. consumers 
“pay as little more as is abso¬ 
lutely necessary." 

The price of a barrel of 
crude rose to S8 from $6.50 
r Tuesday. 

Macdonald told the Colo¬ 
nist: “It’s most unlikely that 
it (the increase per gallon 
wholesale) will be over five 
cents. It could well be under 
five.” 

Gasoline prices were boost¬ 
ed by 10 cents a gallon imme¬ 
diately following the June 
budget due to a special feder¬ 
al tax. 

Wholesale prices of gasoline 
and home heating oil were ex¬ 
pected to go up an additional 


five cents a gallon in mid- 
August 

This wholesale price in¬ 
crease of five cents would 
probably mean motorists 
would face a six- or even se- 
ven-cent-a-gallon increase at 
the retail level. 

Meanwhile, Premier Wil¬ 
liam Davis has slapped a 
90-day price freeze on gaso¬ 


line and home-heating oil in 
Ontario. 

The freeze began at Thurs¬ 
day midnight and is designed 
to ensure there is “no double- 
ticketing" by oil companies, 
that consumers in Ontario will 
not have to pay the five cents 
a gallon for gasoline or heat¬ 
ing oil that will result from

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Solitary confinement cells 
at Oakalla provincial prison 
will be a thing of the past 
within the next two weeks, At¬ 
torney - General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said Thursday. 

Describing the practice of 
totally isolating unruly prison¬ 
ers as “inhuman," Macdonald 
said he had instructed the jail 
staff to expedite the elimina¬ 


tion of tlie cells and the prac¬ 
tice. 

“The practice of isolation 
(solitary confinement) is ab¬ 
solutely inhuman,” he said. 
“If a prisoner is acting up 
and breaking the rules he can 
be placed elsewhere in the in¬ 
stitution. in a higher security 
area. But the old isolation 
cells have to go and they will 


be gone within the next two 
weeks.” 

Macdonald said he had no 
control over what happened in 
the B.C. Penitentiary, a feder¬ 
al institution, but said he 
hoped “they will follow our 
example” to end the practice 
of solitary confinement.

OTTAWA (CP» - Justice 
Minister Otto Lang said 
Thursday he would propose 
legislation to prevent appeal 
courts from reversing jury de¬ 
cisions. as happened in the 
case of abortionist Henry 
Morgentaler. 

It will be part of a package 
or proposed amendments to 
the Criminal Code, to be in- 
troduced in Parliament 
“soon.” 

Lang said he knew there 
was “considerable concern” 
about the issue. The concern 
was not entirely warranted, 
he said, but nonetheless it 
seemed best to remove the 
section from criminal law'. 

The issue came to a head 
after the Supreme Court of 
Canada upheld an 18-month 
sentence imposed on Morgen¬ 
taler alter the Quebec Court 
of Appeal overturned his jury 
acquittal on the original 
charge of performing an ille¬ 
gal abortion. 

The Quebec appeal court 
said the defence used at the 
trial u’as incorrect and this 
was supported by the high 
court on grounds the law- had 
been misinterpreted original¬ 
ly. 

The Opposition has claimed 
repeatedly in the Commons 
that the Supreme Court ruling 
jeopardized the jury system. 
The Ontario Criminal Law¬ 
yers’ Association adopted* a 
similar stand saying the high 
court had destroyed a fun¬ 
damental principle of democ¬ 
racy . 

Last week, former prime 
minister John Diefenbaker in¬ 
troduced a private member's 
bill to limit appeal courts to 
ordering a new trial if they 
disagreed with a jury*verdict

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has asked Ottawa to 
pay 50 per cent of all police 
costs in B.C. including half of 
municipal police costs. 

“The federal contribution 
towards social welfare is 50 
per cent, and police services 
which are on the front line in 
the community seven days a 
week, are really the first line 
of social services," he said. 
“We think the sharing should 
be 50-50 there, too." 

Macdonald said he had al¬ 
ready forwarded the request 
to Ottawa and was now wail¬ 


ing* for it to go before the fed¬ 
eral cabinet lor a decision. 

“We have made our propos¬ 
als and<*ve are very insistent 
that we must retain a good 
-federal presence so that we 
have enough police officers in 
our communities,” he said. 
“At the same time, we want 
to retain our objectives so 
that local communities can 
choose for themselves 
whether they want the RCMP 
or whether they want a mu¬ 
nicipal force. That freedom of 
choice must remain at the 
local level. 

“And, whether it’s the city 
of Victoria or an RCMP area, 
why not 50-50?” 


Youth’s mangled arm reattached 


The right arm of an 18-year- 
old Saanich youth, partly se¬ 
vered in a Victoria industrial 
accident Thursday morning, 
was reattached after lengthy 
surgery in Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital and doctors said the 
youth was in fairly good con¬ 
dition. 

The severe injury to George 
Safer. 3231 Maple, occurred 
shortly before 9 a.m. at a Vic¬ 
toria lumber mill and he was 
re|>orted out of surgery and in 
. the recovery room by 3 p.m. 


A police report quoted doc¬ 
tors as saying “a few days" 
would be needed before they 
eould determine the chances 
of complete recovery. 

Police did not know how 
close the conveyor-belt ac¬ 
cident came to severing the 
arm completely. But their re¬ 
port said the arm was “man¬ 
gled” as well* as partly torn 
off while adding the doctors 
repaired the main artery and 
grafted a vein in reattaching 


The police report iaid Safar 
was a student with a summer 
job at Smith Cedar Products, 
651 Harbour, and other 
sources said he was leaving 
soon to enter Royal Roads. 

The report said Safar was 
doing clean-up work at the 
base end of a conveyor belt 
which takes waste from a 
shake mill to a chipper mill. 
It said his hard hat apparent¬ 
ly fell into the conveyor sys¬ 
tem when he was in a hole at 
the base of the bell. 


The hole was described as 
four feet by four feet and 30 
inches deep. The police report 
said the hat jammed and 
stopped the belt. 

Workman Oscar Venhecke, 
53, of 525 Sumas, checked 
down the belt, looking down 
toward the base. The report 
said his “vision was obstruct¬ 
ed due .to construction of the 
conveyor in a manner that he 
could not see anyone in the 
hole at the base . . . believing 


the belt to be clear, he res¬ 
tarted the conveyor.” 

At this time, the report 
said, Safar was reaching 
down to retrieve the hard hat.

A Vancouver woman who

“I thought there should be a 
door that said ‘Fire Escape’ 
and that's when I panicked,” 
said Mabel Susan Lindstrom, 
a widow who was in Room 316 
at the time. 

But she was able to identify 
an exit sign and door marked 

Escape’ in photographs 
shown her al the inquest by 


city police Sergeant Gordon 
Bennett. 

She testified that guests had 
tried to open doors on the 
third floor in a search for a 
tire exit but made their es¬ 
cape through the window of a 
broom closet and onto the 
roof and down an exterior fire 
ladder. 

Mrs. Lindstrom told the 
jury that two young men 
helped her down the ladder 
when she balked at the top. 

She was treated in hospital 
for a day after the fire. 

The three persons who died 
could possibly have saved 


themselves, assistant 
chief Ernest Belton said.

James Bay park 
may be retained 


A strong feeling on Victoria 
city council that parks should 
be sacrosanct may save a 
two-acre park in James Bay 
from being used as a building 
site for an old folks’ centre. 

The park is at the southeast 
romer of Menzies and Michi¬ 
gan. 

The land, owned by the city 
of -Victoria, is being held for 
school purposes and has been 
used as a park. 

The James Bay New Hori¬ 
zons, an elderly people’s 
group, plans to build a 
$120,000 activity centre on the 
site and, until recently, city 
council didn’t really oppose 
the idea. 

At a meeting Thursday of 
the city’s parks committee, 
however, some aldermen and 


Mayor Peter Pollen regis¬ 
tered objections to the plait 
and the matter was tabled. 

Before a final decision is 
made, council wants to con¬ 
sider the possibility of build¬ 
ing the centre on a site that 
isn*t used for parks. 

Aid. Murray Glazier said 
the proposed building would 
only occupy one-tenth of the 
site, but Pollen replied that 
council should think twice. 

He was referring to Central 
Park, part of which was used 
to build the new Crystal Pool. 

“We should really have a 
sacrosanct attitude towards 
our parks,” the mayor said. 

Other alderman echoed Pol¬ 
len’s remarks, adding that it 
should be possible to find a 
location for the centre other 
than the park. 


Asked by Bennett how 
Charles James MacDonald, 
90, a resident of the hotel, 
might have survived, Belton 
replied: “My original obser¬ 
vation was that if he had only 
oj>ened the window, stepped 
on the roof — it was relatively 
safe area.” MacDonald’s body 
was found in his room. 

Asked about Lorn a Anne 
Minnis, 57, of Vancouver, 
whose body was found in a 
sixth-floor room, Belton said: 
’*1 believe if she’d got to a 
w indow, opened it, in all prob¬ 
ability we’d have been able to 
get to her.” 

He said the same applied to 
Elizabeth Mae Towers, 20, of 
Trail, B.C M whose body was 
found in a third-floor hallway. 

Belton said he believed the 
fire started in room 210 be¬ 
cause “the volume of the 
fire” was issuing from that 
room when he arrived, and on 
later inspection he found the 
bed was “totally disintegrat¬ 
ed.” • 

He added he had no reason 
to believe the fire started an>- 
where else. 

On the opening night of the 
inquest on June 21, Walter 
Stanley, who had occupied 
room 210, told the all-male 
jury he woke up to find the 
head of his bed in flames. 
Stanley also chronicled for the 
jury a 12-hour day of drinking 
in local hotels. He could not 
recall smoking on the way up 
his room or smoking in

Victoria’s finance committee wants more 
“supporting financial data” before approving 
a request by eight taxi firms for a 30 per 
cent fare increase. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said at Thursday’s 
meeting that on the basis of information 
supplied so far by the companies, council 
couldn’t approve the fare increase. 

No action will be taken until the taxi firms 
provided more information. 

At the moment, the firms charge 80 cents 
for the first one-sixth of a mile. 10 cents for 


each additional one-sixth of a mile, and 10 
cents for each 45 seconds of stopping or wait¬ 
ing time after three minutes. 

Under the proposed fare structure, the 
firms would charge 80 cents for the first one- 
eighth of a mile, 10 cents for each additional 
one-eighth of a mile, and 10 cents for each 36 
seconds of stopping or waiting. 

Hourly rates would increase from the 
present $8 an hour, or 60 cents for each mile 
travelled, to $10 an hour or 80 cents for each 
mile, which ever is greater. 
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Anne’s an expert 
in cheating death

Anyone who has been re¬ 
vived in Victoria after his 
heart or breathing suddenly 
stopped probably owes some 
thanks to a woman who lives 
in a suitcase at Royal Jubjjee 
Hospital. 

The woman is a plastic 
dummy with a chest full of 
tubing, springs, electrical wir¬ 
ing and batteries, and her 
name is Resusci-Anne. 

She will be an important 
teaching aid in the new para¬ 
medic training course which 
Emergency Health Services 
hopes to start this year in Vic¬ 
toria. 

In the 2 r i years that the 
dummy has been used here to 
train interns, nurses, ambu¬ 
lance personnel and firemen 
in what the experts call “car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
and emergency cardiac 
care,” she has made “a sig¬ 
nificant difference in the way 
cardiac arrests are handled,” 
emergency physician John 
Maecagno said. 

Resuscitation dummies are 
fairly common in first aid 
classes, but this one is dif- 
f erent. Through blinking 
lights attached to the right 
side of her waist, and graphs 
that roll out of the left side of 
her waist, she tells whoever is 
trying to revive her when he 
goes wrong, and when he hits 
the mark. 

During mouth-to-mouth re- 
’ suscitation a green light goes 
on as soon as air gets through 
to the dummy’s lungs, and the 
dummy records the amount of 
air her rescuer breathes into 
her. 

\yhen. a trainee applies 
pressure to her chest to start 
her heart, the dummy records 
the amount of pressure. If his 
technique is right, a yellow- 
light flashes. If the pressure 
is applied in a wav that might 
crack ribs, a red light flashes. 


The teacher can also control 
dilation of the dummy’s pupils 
and her neck pulse, important 
indicators in diagnosing cardi¬ 
ac arrest. 

The dummy is much more 
sensitive to a rescuer’s mis-' 
takes than a human would be. 
Maecagno said, so anyone 
who can save the dummy’s 
life can save just about any¬ 
one. 

Anne cost about $800. Her 
electric heart, used in ad¬ 
vanced training to simulate 
all kinds of heart problems, 
boosts the price to more than 
$2,800.

So that advanced classes 
can learn to give electric 
shocks to cardiac patients, 
Anne’s chest is wired to with- 
stand about 8,000-volt shocks. 

In Victoria, the greatest 
need for Anne’s kind of treat¬ 
ment i& among the elderly 
and heart disease victims. 
Other commojj problems are 
drug overdose, automobile ac¬ 
cidents, and anything that 
blocks a person’s breathing, 
Maecagno said. 

A large j>ercentage of peo¬ 
ple who die in traffic ac¬ 
cidents could be saved by 
proper resuscitation, Maccag- 
no said.. 


About $220,250 in debts 
which otherwise would have 
been lost money, is being paid 
through the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s debtor assistance pro¬ 
gram, according to Consumer 
Services Minister Phyllis 
Young. 

Since the division started 
pperating last October, about 
3,000 people with debt prob¬ 
lems have been counselled in 
a program which is gaining 
steady acceptance, the min¬ 
ister said. 

Ms. Young said that in the 
first month, 97 people were 
counselled, but in May this 
year that number had in¬ 
creased to 505. 

“The debt program.has had 
an incredible response from 
the public,” she said. 

Altogether the division re¬ 
ceived about 25,000 telephone 
inquiries. 

“On the one hand it’s en- 
qpuraging to know that people 
who need our help are com¬ 
ing.” commented <ds. Young. 
VOn the other hand, however, 
it’s a pretty strong reminder 
of how serious the debt prob¬ 
lem is in B.C.” 

During May. 505 new clients 
were counselled in Prince 
George, Kamloops, Victoria- 
and Vancouver. 

Of these, 298 needed budget 
advice or mediation with their 
creditors. 365 had regular 
payment schemes worked out 
so that creditors would get 
full repayment of outstanding 
debts. 33 were referred to 
bankruptcy procedures, and 
nine had special settlements 
negotiated. 

The debt burden of all the 
people counselled since Oc¬ 
tober was more than $10 mil¬ 
lion, said Ms. Young. 

Of the $220,250 paid hack to 
creditors so far, $42,250 was 
through pool accounts and set¬ 
tlements and $178,000 was 
through the Orderly Payment 
of Debts Act. * 

Ms. Young said information 
gathered through the division 
will give a clearer ^picture of 
the debt situation in the prov, 
ince. 

It will show who are the 
typical debtors, reasons for 
indebtedness, and what other 
kinds of help are needed. 

“Through our statistics we 
are also analysing the dif¬ 
ferent types of credit es¬ 
tablishments * in regards to 
consumer over-debtedness,” 
said Ms. Young. 

“After all, the debt problem 


— the debt crisis is a two- 
way street We are just as 
much concemejd with any evi¬ 
dence of questionable credit- 
granting practices as we are 
with the plight of the over¬ 
committed consumer. 

“But behind all the statis¬ 
tics are people,’’ she added, 
“people who need help. Thus 
far the credit industry has 
been very co-operative help¬ 
ing us solve people’s immedi¬ 
ate problems. 

“Ultimately, though, the 
problem won’t be solved until 
we all learn to better manage 
our finances. And we can best 
start at a very early age — in 
the home and in the schools. 

“From the credit industry 
we must also look for a com¬ 
parable responsibility in cre¬ 
dit-granting practices,’’ she 
said.

His comments came follow¬ 
ing a meeting at which city 
council’s finance committee 
turned down the provincial 
government’s application for 


a trades licence to operate a 
takeout delicatessen in the 
abandoned sendee station at 
Government and Humboldt. 
However, the government is 
not bound by municipal regu¬ 
lations and can go ahead 
without council approval. 

Aid. Robert Ellis called the 
provincial government’s plans 
“a complete breach of trust.” 

Aid. Gyde Savage said ”to 


stick a deli into a sendee sta¬ 
tion that should have been 
knocked dowm 10 years ago is 
no asset to the city.” 

The proposal, Savage 
added, was “a downright dis¬ 
grace.” 

Aldermen Malcolm Ander¬ 
son and Sam Bawlf voted in 
favor of licence approval. . 

Pollen said the proposed 
food outlet was “entirely inap- 


propriate and contrary to the 
stated aims of the Capital Im¬ 
provement District Commis¬ 
sion.” 

The city bought the site last 
year and sold it to the Cl DC 
which was to be in charge of 
tearing down the building but 
possibly retaining the tower.

nicipal policemen but “we are 
still looking for recruits with 
better than a high school 
graduation.” 

Post’s resignation was sub¬ 
mitted Monday, one day be¬ 
fore Saanich police detective 
division head inspector 
Charles Trueit left on a two- 
year loan to the provincial 
government’s new Joint 
Forces Operation for Greater 
Victoria police investigations. 


Unsuspecting Victoria resi¬ 
dents continue to live in po¬ 
tential firetraps without know¬ 
ing it. 

The latest attempt by Aid. 
Sam Bawlf to name the 
owTicrs of buildings consid¬ 
ered unsafe was blocked 
Thursday by four of his fellow 
councillors during a meeting 
of the city’s fire prevention 
commiitee. 

Baw’if told the committee 
that the fire chief's orders for 
upgrading fire prevention 
measures in hotels and resi¬ 
dential buildings should be 
publicly posted at building en-. 
trances. 

Aldermen Malcolm Ander¬ 
son, chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, Robert Ellis, Clyde Sav¬ 
age and Mayor Peter Pollen 
voted against the proposal. 

Bawlf said occupants of un¬ 
safe buildings should lie made 
aware of the fire chief’s 
orders that their buildings are 
to be brought up to reason¬ 
able safety standards. 

But Anderson said he was 
against any posting of the 
orders. 

“They could lie pho¬ 
tographed and plastered over 
the' front pages of the news¬ 
papers,” he said. 

Fire Chief Eric Simmnhs. 
told committee members he 
was against publicizing the 
orders because it would jeop¬ 
ardize co-operation belween 
his department and building 
owners. 

He said his staff had, so far, 
investigated four buildings 
and four orders had been 
issued for substantial uj>grad- 
ing. 

The orders arc issued under 
powers given to five chiefs in 
recent amendments lo the 
provincial Fire Marshal’s Act. 

The chief is giving top pri¬ 
ority to ^wildings examined by 
him more than two years ago. 
The list contains the city’s 26 
worst buildings in terms of 
fire safety. 

To date. city council has re¬ 
fused to make the list public.

Visitors to the shoreline of 
Beacon Hill Park Thursday 
got a chance to watch federal 
transport ministry pollution 
mop-up crews at work. 

It- was a training exercise 
for the 29-man crew and other 
ministry personnel to famil¬ 
iarize them with new oil spill 
.combat equipment, according 
to Lam' Slagbt, transport 
ministry district manager. 

New equipment tested in¬ 
cluded a 1,600-foot inflatable 
oil boom which surpassed con¬ 
ventional oil booms in its abil¬ 
ity to contain the spill by roll¬ 
ing with the waves. 

Slaght said two more of the 
$87,000 booms are on order so 
that all government vessels in 
Victoria. Vancouver and 
Prince Rupert would be 
equipped. 

Also tested during the sJx- 
hour exercise off the park 
were new hydraulic pumps 
used to empty fuel tanks from 
endangered freighter.
